I have visited the Soldiers’ Home at Chelsea on several occasions, 
have sat with the veterans at their table and partaken of the food as 
furnished them, and I have been favorably impressed with its superior 
quality and also with the service. . Every one connected directly or in- 
directly with the Home should feel that in Comrade Richard R. Foster 
they have a Comrade fitted by nature to properly discharge the duties 
of Commandant. The Woman’s Relief Corps and allied associations 
add much to the joy and comfort of the inmates, furnishing entertain- 
ment and delicacies not provided by the State, while the Ladies’ Aid 
Association of the Soldiers’ Home under the direction of its wide- 
awake president, Mrs. Lue Stuart Wadsworth, is working in season 
and out of season for the welfare of our Comrades in the Home. The 
Ladies’ Aid Association takes charge of the Memorial Day exercises in 
connection with the Home and furnishes the flowers for more than 650 
graves.

The great, loyal and sympathetic heart of Mrs. Lue Stuart 
Wadsworth has also become interested in the management of this 
Home, which is proof that its affairs will be conducted in a straight- 
forward, businesslike manner. I urge upon the Posts throughout the 
Department that they interest themselves and their friends in the 
support of this splendid object. 


County ASSOCIATIONS. 


To me one of the most interesting events of our Order is the quar- 
terly meetings of our county associations, especially the gathering to- 
gether of the smaller Posts, their purpose being to cultivate social 
intercourse by song and story, and to keep alive the sacred memories 
of a glorious past. If it were possible I would like to see both the 
Grand Army of the Republic and the Woman’s Relief Corps keep open 
doors at these gatherings, and invite in the citizens and the children. 
I think that even the very interesting reports of the various corps of 
the county would be a revelation to many, and add much to the 
popularity of these association meetings. 


NATIONAL ENCAMPMENT. 


The fiftieth anniversary of the National Encampment of the Grand 
Army of the Republic was held in Washington, D. C., Sept. 27, 1915. 
I quote from the “ National Magazine” when I say that “it was im- 
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pressive beyond description.” It was the gathering of 30,000 veterans, 
all over threescore and ten, who marched down Pennsylvania Avenue 
as they did fifty years ago. Early in the month, before the date of the 
Encampment, the veterans began to arrive. The old battle flags and 
incidents connected with 1865 were subjects of interest. The warships 
on the river were illuminated, and bonfires on the old forts around 
Washington recalled the camp fires and bivouac that inspired Julia 
Ward Howe to write the “Battle Hymn of the Republic.” But the 
event that created the deepest interest and called forth the greatest 
applause was the splendid march of the Department of the Massachu- 
setts Grand Army of the Republic down Pennsylvania Avenue with 
1,209 Comrades in line, every Comrade in a clean uniform, head up, 
touching elbows, covering in file and stepping off to the music of the 
Union as in the days of old. General Miles remarked that the Regu- 
lars from Fort Myers could not improve on your soldierly deportment. 
It was the talk of Washington; even the old “Johnnies” held their 
breath with admiration. Past Department Commander J. Payson 
Bradley with his war bugle, and Assistant Adjutant General Wether- 
bee with his watchful eye ever on the alert, looked out that the Com- 
rades kept the proper step and alignments. My Comrades, to say 
I was proud of you poorly expresses my feelings; words fail me to 
properly express them. I can only say that it was the proudest time 
of my life, and I most heartily thank you for the interest you took 
that the parade might go on record as befitting the memory of that 
grand parade fifty years ago. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


I recommend that the sum of $1,600 be appropriated for the salary 
of the Assistant Adjutant-General and Headquarters clerk. 

I recommend that the sum of $500 be appropriated to pay the 
traveling expenses of the Department Commander or of such other 
officers as he may detail when officially attending camp fires, county 
associations and other functions on Department business. 

I recommend that a sum sufficient be appropriated to maintain 
Department Headquarters, and for the expenses of Department Com- 
mander and Assistant Adjutant-General at the National Encampment 
wherever it may be convened.

afford to lose. 
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Owing to failure to send in its report on time, one Post was placed 
on the delinquent list. It has, however, redeemed itself, and to-day 
we have 203 Posts in good standing. 

I wish the Commander, Adjutant and Quartermasters of some of 
our Posts could be made to realize the necessity of prompt reports. 
It is just as easy to send the reports on the first of the month, and 
would save the Assistant Adjutant-General much work, and allow 
him to get his reports to National Headquarters in on time. 

Chapter IV., Article II., section 1, of the Rules and Regulations 
reads as follows: — 


Fourth. — Of one representative at large from each Department and one rep- 
resentative for each ‘‘three’”’ hundred members in good standing therein, and one 
additional representative for a final fraction of more than one-half of that number; 
such representatives to be elected by the Department Encampment as provided in 
chapter III, Article IX. Any Department having less than “three”? hundred mem- 
bers, and more than one-half of that number, shall be entitled to one representative 
in addition to one representative at large. 


This rule gives this Department 30 representatives, beside the 
delegate-at-large, and a corresponding number of alternates. In ac- 
cordance with the rule adopted at the Encampment of 1898 these 
delegates are divided into nine districts, as shown by the following 
table: —

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REPORT OF DEPARTMENT INSPECTOR. 


GREENWOOD, March 1, 1916. 


WILFRED A, WETHERBEE, Assistant Adjutant-General. 


ComRADE: — Nowhere so much as in our inspection work do we ob- 
tain so vivid a picture of the pathetic march of the Grand Army of 
the Republic toward its destiny, or so impressive a setting forth of 
the glorious work of those allied organizations which are now render- 
ing such devoted support and assistance, and whose patriotic task it 
will be in the years to come to keep alive those principles to which 
all of these supporting societies are consecrated. 

There are in hand reports of 203 Posts, and while a majority show 
a slight decrease in membership between Dec. 31, 1914, and June 30, 
1915, it is gratifying that 7 Posts show an increase, — in no case large, 
but still an actual gain in membership. Of the Posts reported, 35 
are marked excellent, 150 good, 12 fairly good and 6 poor. Upon 
looking over the Department it is easy to find the reason for the poor 
Posts, they being without exception situated in small country towns, 
where the few remaining members are widely scattered, feeble from 
disease, and many from age, and unable to carry on the work of 
membership. ‘Taking into consideration the age of its members, and 
all that the soldier life and the struggles of more than half a century 
of civil life have meant for them, there can be aught but the most 
sincere admiration for the determination with which the work of the 
Order is carried forward, and the zeal and fidelity of purpose mani- 
fested; and the marvel is not that the line is shortening and the organ- 
izations in some cases growing weak, but that there yet remains that 
degree of force and virility, the ripened fruitage of the years of con- 
flict, in the life of the nation. 

The range of membership may be thus briefly summarized: less 
than 10 members, 5 Posts; between 10 and 20, 62; between 20 and 
30, 85; between 40 and 50, 19; between 50 and 60, 8; between 60 
and 70, 12; between 70 and 80, 9; between 80 and 90, 3; between 
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90 and 100, 2; over 100, Post 5, Lynn, 400; Post 16, Springfield, 297; 
Post 10, Worcester, 448. One hundred and seventy-five have an 
auxiliary in the shape of a relief corps, and receive very valuable aid 
and assistance therefrom. The reports do not include all the bodies 
operating in our Department under the above names; but the fact 
that so many are definitely specified indicates clearly by what an 
array of friends the Grand Army of the Republic is surrounded and 
supported. Several of the Posts report associate membership, and a 
good account prevails regarding their financial assistance to the 
Posts. 

The outlook for the future calls strongly for the encouragement of 
the Sons and Daughters of Veterans. Each of these organizations has 
shown the most gratifying growth during the past few years, and a fine 
realization of the responsibility which is theirs as direct descendants of 
the veterans of 1861-65. As veterans we are devoutly anxious that 
the achievements of those four years during which our departed Com- 
rades wrought so nobly shall be adequately held in memory by the 
mass of the people of our nation; but if this memory and appreciation 
be wanting in the hearts of our children and children’s children, how 
can we expect the careless public, with no such incentive, to develop a 
spirit of earnest patriotism? Let us rejoice that such is not to be the 
case; that to our sons and daughters and their descendants what their 
fathers did and were will be held in honor, and so the future shall be 
wholly safe. 

In closing, I desire to thank our Department Commander for the 
honor conferred on me by my appointment, the Assistant Adjutant- 
General for invaluable assistance, the various Assistant Inspectors for 
their faithful work, and every one connected with the Department for 
the courtesy shown me in all my official acts.

DEAR ComraDE: — The office of Post Patriotic Instructor has been 
so long established it would seem that every Post in the Department 
must have on file orders pertaining to the duties of these officers, and 
along what lines they may work. 

It can hardly. be a matter of surprise if some orders and blanks for 
reports sent from Department Headquarters to Posts should miscarry 
in the mails, but it is probable that much the larger portion are 
correctly delivered, and the orders read at Post meetings and placed on 
file. It would be interesting to know why, under these conditions, less 
than 43 per cent. of the 204 Posts in the Department have submitted 
reports of their Patriotic Instructors, in compliance with General 
Orders No. 6, Department Headquarters, dated Oct. 30, 1915, which 
contained the following: — 


SpecraAL Notice To Post Patriotic INSTRUCTOR. 


V. A Post Patriotic Instructor’s report blank is also herein enclosed. This report 
should be filled by the retiring Post Patriotic Instructor and mailed by January 1 
to Jefferson K. Cole, Department Patriotic Instructor, G. A. R., Headquarters, State 
House, Boston. 


In the annual report of the Proceedings of the Department Encamp- 
ment, held in April, 1915, a circular of instructions to Post Patriotic 
Instructors, dated Aug. 1, 1914, is printed in full. This issue is so 
recent that a repetition of special instructions seemed unnecessary this 
year, and yet one Post reports: “I have never received one line or any 
document from Headquarters making any suggestions, or giving advice, 
in regard to the work of -the office.” 

As much material for Post Patriotic Instructors has already been 
sent and must be on file, may this not suggest that adjutants should be 
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instructed to so arrange all such material that it may be easily accessi- 
ble to the incoming Instructor? 

But the “remark” just quoted is the exception, and it would be an 
inspiration to the entire Department if the facts of interest contained 
in the reports received could all be quoted. 

Note the following from a city which has twenty-eight school build- 
ings averaging ten rooms each: “Great interest is taken in all the 
schools on Memorial Day; in fact, this improves every year.” 

This last statement is due, perhaps, to the fact that the same Com- 
rade has served for seven consecutive years as Patriotic Instructor. 

From a town reporting only six schools: “Exercises were held in all 
grades from the high school to grade 1. Comrades visited these schools, 
spoke to the pupils, heard the singing and the recitations, and reported 
a very enjoyable time. At 2.30 p.m. 500 children dressed in white, 
each bearing a flag, headed by a boy drum corps, marched through the 
main street to the Soldiers’ Monument, where exercises were held. 
Lincoln’s Gettysburg Address, ‘Star Spangled Banner’ and other num- 
bers were rendered. A more beautiful sight than that parade has 
seldom been seen.” 

An adjutant, acting as instructor reports: “For many years I was 
Patriotic Instructor of our Post, and know well the good work such an 
officer can advance.” 

No Post need despair of doing good work along patriotic lines when, 
from one Instructor, who shows by his report that he is active in sow- 
ing seed and is reaping as he sows, comes the statement, — “I am in 
my eighty-fourth year.” 

That no patriotic instruction is attempted in 57 per cent. of the 
Posts of this Department not reporting is not credible. 

School authorities and teachers work in harmony with the Posts in 
the observance of Memorial Day, and many other patriotic occasions 
are observed in the public schools. 

Some one has said that “Patriotism is good citizenship in action.” 
Surely this is what the rank and file of the Comrades of the Grand 
Army of the Republic have nobly exemplified in their lives through all 
the years since the war closed. 


What constitutes a State?

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So, Comrades, let the good work of patriotic instruction go on in 
every community in the Department of Massachusetts. Interest the 
children and encourage the teachers by your presence “in uniform” at 
all school Memorial Day exercises. Invite the high school boys to 
march with the Sons of Veterans; interest the organized Boy Scouts to 
take part in the parade, and assist in the duties of the day. Let the 
little ones sing and wave flags, and, if possible, decorate each one of

It is not fair 
where some one from the district wants to go and you elect a Comrade 
from another district, as was done’ last year. Another thing which 
I think is not fair is where, as in the years gone by, two delegates and 
two alternates have been elected from one Post. That is unfair to the 
other Comrades who want to go, and to the other posts.”

Dear S1r:— Our Convention Bureau has recently been in touch with Ad- 
jutant-General John M. Adams of Cincinnati to find out certain information relative 
to the annual convention of the Grand Army of the Republic. We had in mind at the 
time the possibility of making an effort to bring the 1917 convention to Boston, on 
account of the fact that we would seem to be in line for it very soon. 

A few days ago I spoke to John E. Gilman, at the City Hall, about this matter. 
Mr. Gilman told me about the next Encampment, to be held in Kansas City next 
fall, and also more or less about the last convention which was held in Boston, in 
1904. He told me that he thought that we ought to try to get the convention here 
in 1917, as he felt our turn had about arrived again. 

He advised me to get in touch with you regarding this matter, and said that you 
were in a position to know what the general feeling in this vicinity would be as regards 
the 1917 convention coming here, and could ascertain the ideas of the Department 
officers and prominent members of the order in regard to it. I would like to hear from 
you about this sometime at your convenience, as we have become quite interested in 
it. From information which I have received from officers of different associations 
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meeting in conjunction with the National Encampment, I am inclined to think that 
it wouldn’t take a great amount of urging to bring the 1917 convention here. How- 
ever, that is, of course, a matter for members in Boston and vicinity to decide, and 
consequently we are anxious to know how they feel about it.

Past Commander J. Payson Bradley: ‘“‘Commander and Com- 
rades: As a member of the Boston Chamber of Commerce I have got 
in touch with the chairman of the finance bureau of the Chamber, and 
in an interview yesterday got their idea as far as it was possible in this 
matter, and I will be very brief in regard to the subject. The Boston 
Chamber of Commerce to-day, as you know, is well organized and 
better than ever able to handle any question which may come up in 
the interest of Boston or of the commercial part of Massachusetts. 
They feel that now is the opportune time for Massachusetts to have 
the National Encampment once more in this great city. Now, Com- 
rades, comes the serious part, which I told the committee yesterday. 
At the State House when I looked upon the faces of the last committee 
of the National Encampment I was made aware that a large majority 
had passed over into the Encampment above. You who are present 
members of the committee remember the old committee, and there are 
allied working members who recall the hard work necessary to be done 
to make a success of the effort to bring the Grand Army of the Re- 
public to this city. Keep that in mind. I impressed that upon the 
Chamber for this reason, — that we will have to depend a great deal 
on the Chamber of Commerce and the merchants of Boston to furnish 
the sinews of war which the occasion demands. Our old treasurer of 
the first committee, Comrade Converse, has gone over. I think our 
good friend Senator Weeks was on the last committee, and I have no 
doubt, as he said, and I said to myself and to the committee on fi- 
nance here, you may call upon him and he will respond. Of course it 
means a lot of work, and yet if we are ever to have the Grand Army 
Encampment in Boston it must be in the year 1917. ' After that come 
1918 and 1919, the two years that are to witness the celebration of 
the landing of the Pilgrims, and Massachusetts will be working from 
one end to the other to make that celebration a success. You know 
that -Massachusetts does not undertake to do anything that it does not 
carry out successfully; therefore, if you are to have the Encampment 
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at all, 1917 is the year, because after the Pilgrim celebration we will 
be much older than we are now, and then, again, it would not be good 
policy to have it after that year, unless it should be in 1922 or 1923. 
Think this over. 

“Although the Commander has said in his address that every one 
who marched up Pennsylvania Avenue in that Great Review in 1865 
is three score and ten years old, I take exception to that, for I am 
still in my sixties. I am willing to take off my coat and work in con- 
nection with the Chamber of Commerce and the Grand Army of the 
Republic to help this thing to success, and there are others of the old 
committee also who are willing to do the same. So I think, if it is the 
opinion of this Encampment to do this thing, that a committee of five 
should be appointed to take the matter into consideration if it receives 
the endorsement of the Encampment, and if the committee finds it 
feasible and practicable to have this great Encampment come here to 
Boston. Another thing, — the merchants of Boston are more and more 
willing to pay out a dollar for the Grand Army of the Republic. I 
think it also requires a willingness on the part of some Comrades to 
take up some of the committee’s work, and it means work and some 
mighty hard work. To some it will mean work by day and work by 
night. The chairman of the Chamber of Commerce, Mr. Hill, said 
with a great deal of pleasure that he thought it could be accomplished. 

“The automobile business of Boston is an important part of that 
business of the whole United States. The Grand Army of the Republic 
wants to be alert and up to date; they will march along if need be in 
the old-time way, for we are still able to march. At the same time, 
we do not want, in this regard, to be behind the regular army or the 
forces in the field, and it has been suggested that the owners of the 
automobiles in Boston see to it that if the Grand Army comes to 
Boston in 1917 it will.be the first military organization to mobilize, 
and the Comrades will make the whole length of the parade, three or 
four miles, in automobiles. I don’t know who will be Commander 
at that time. In view of these facts, I say think it over carefully, and 
see what it means. If you are ever to have the Encampment here 
again, remember one thing when you go to the Encampment in Kan- 
sas City. You will see five cities competing for the next National 
Encampment, each doing its best to secure that great demonstration, 
and there you are to shout for Boston. I know there will be a stam- 
pede to bring it about. Therefore I move that a committee of five 
be appointed to take this whole matter into consideration, and also, 
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if they deem it expedient, to bring this matter before the National 
Encampment at Kansas City, first, however, having secured the en- 
dorsement of our State Department. I want the Department, if it 
enters into the matter at all, to do it with full deliberation, and, if 
they consider it expedient, so to report. If they consider it otherwise 
they will report it inexpedient.” 

Past Commander Woods: “I want heartily to second the motion. 
As a member of the Chamber of Commerce I am deeply interested in 
this and in the motion and remarks of Past Commander Bradley. 
I am in negotiation to get the co-operation of an association next year 
of which I expect to be the president, — an association which, next 
to the Grand Army of the Republic, is of the most importance, to my 
mind, and that is the Lumbermen’s Association. I want to add one 
word of suggestion to what Comrade Bradley has said. I ran across a 
little pamphlet the other day which contained the proceedings of a 
special session of the Legislature of 1861, — a session which made an 
appropriation of half a million dollars. Now, all you Comrades know 
very well that the Legislature of this Commonwealth will give almost 
anything to the veterans of the Civil War which they want and ask for. 
We know that in the last Encampment the city of Boston made a 
liberal appropriation to aid in the success of that great demonstration. 
The Legislature of the Commonwealth made another liberal appro- 
priation, and I am sure if the project receives the endorsement of this 
Encampment, reinforced by the endorsement of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, a hearty invitation from the Governor of the Commonwealth, 
and also from his honor the mayor of Boston, the thing will go through. 
I hope that this motion will prevail unanimously.” 

Comrade Castle added in supporting what Comrade Woods said: 
“When we look on this assemblage, Commander, we see that it is not 
going to be many years before only a few will be left in the State of 
Massachusetts to attend a National Encampment. Boston has always 
done its duty. I suppose that to-day the citizens of Boston who are 
so liberal in aiding the sufferers in the great war over the seas would 
be only too glad to give of their substance whatever they might have 
to spare that these old defenders of their government should in their 
waning years have an opportunity to meet and to greet one another in 
the city of Boston. I am heartily in accord, therefore, with the pro- 
posed resolution. I hope it will pass.” 

The motion of Comrade Bradley for the appointment of a com- 
mittee of five to consider the question of having the National En- 
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campment in Boston in 1917 was carried by a unanimous vote. The 
Commander appointed the following-named Comrades as that com- 
mittee: J. Payson Bradley, John M. Woods, John E. Gilman, E. B. 
Stillings and E. H. Haskell. 

Comrade Benj. A. Ham of Post 2: “‘Commander: It is my pleas- 
ant privilege to-day to offer for your consideration the name of a 
member of Dahlgren Post 2 as candidate for our next Commander- 
in-Chief. That name is well known to every Comrade of the Grand 
Army of the Republic in Massachusetts. The man who bears it has 
been Commander of our Post and Commander of the Massachusetts 
Department. If his Comrades throughout this country knew him as 
well as we know him in Massachusetts his name, when presented to 
the convention in Kansas City, would get a unanimous vote. I may 
add that he has been an inspiration to Post 2, and an inspiration to 
the Grand Army as a Comrade. As a citizen he has set an example 
of good citizenship and high living. As a Christian he has ever led 
and been pointed to as a man of exemplary conduct, and he has borne 
the banner of the cross — the highest banner that can be borne — 
before his fellowmen. I present to you for your consideration the 
name of Col. J. Payson Bradley, to be put before the convention at 
Kansas City as candidate for Commander-in-Chief of the Grand 
Army of the Republic.” [Applause.] 

Comrade Roe: “Commander and Comrades: I deem it a great 
privilege to second the nomination to which you have just listened; 
and I do not know that I ought to burden you with anything in con- 
tinuation of what our Comrade has already said. There have been 
very few encampments at which our Comrade whose name you have 
heard has not been with us. He has come sometimes at an expense of 
time and of physical exertion painful to him that he might have a part 
with us. He excels in everything that tends to make the ideal Com- 
rade. He has an army record. He went away from home with father 
and brother. He was so young that they would not think of enlisting 
him as a soldier, but he stayed there, and in due time, because he was 
bound to stay, it was thought best to put him in uniform and let him 
march with the boys. He blew a bugle. I want to say that he has 
not ceased blowing that bugle in all the intervening years, and per- 
sonally I hope he will continue to blow it for years to come. He 
carried a gun. He blew the signal for the charge at Petersburg when 
his regiment lost so many dead that though it served for years in the 
defences of Washington the regiment was at once placed in that galaxy 
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of 300 fighting regiments. There is nothing in which he did not excel 
as a soldier. His father for his captain, his brother for his lieutenant, 
he was still the ideal, fighting in the ranks; and now, after all these 
years, we love to see him and to hear him, and when the old boys in 
blue march through the streets of Washington or of Boston, or ride 
in automobiles, — though I confess a personal preference for the loco- 
motive powers that God gave me; it will not seem like a gathering 
of the old boys unless we march at least a part of the way, but, 
however we go, I hope to see at the head of our line and at its right 
that Comrade whom all of us know, all of us love, — Col. J. Payson 
Bradley — ‘Jerry’ for short.”? [Cheers and applause.| 

Commander Knowles then put the motion and it was carried 
unanimously. 

Comrade Wetherbee: ‘Commander: The following resolutions 
having been received, after reading were referred to the Committee 
on Resolutions’: — 


RESOLUTION No. 1, PRESENTED BY COMMANDER OLIVER S. HuBBARD, Major HOWE 
Post 47. 


Whereas, Owing to increasing years, it has become a burden for Comrades detailed 
as installing officers to travel and perform their duties during the extremely cold 
weather of January; 

And whereas, Not over 30 per cent. of the members of Posts take an active interest 
in the work, so that the attendance is small; 

And whereas, Those active members are the only ones that would be affected 
by this proposed change; therefore be it 

Resolved, That the time of nomination, election and installation of Post officers 
be and is hereby changed so that the nomination shall be at the last meeting in Sep- 
tember, the election the first meeting in October, and the installation the first meeting 
in November. 


RESOLUTION No. 2, PRESENTED BY Past ComMMANDER Gero. W. Heatu, Masor 
Howe Post 47. 


Massachusetts Department, Grand Army of the Republic, in convention as- 
_sembled, hereby resolves that the Ashbrook pension bill for the relief of widows of 
soldiers of the Civil War ought to pass, as reported from the committee on invalid 
pensions to the House of Representatives, and we earnestly request the Senators 
and representatives from this State to not only vote in favor of it, but that they do 
all in their power to secure its passage; and be it further resolved, that the Assistant 
Adjutant-General be instructed to send a copy of this resolution to each senator 
and representative from this State. 
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ResouvutTion No. 3, PRESENTED BY COMMANDER WILLIAM H. SHEARMAN, GEORGE 
H. Warp Post 10. 


Whereas, It is currently reported that the present officers of the Red Cross Society, 
with headquarters in Washington, make no recognition of the life-long services of the 
late Clara Barton, universally accepted as the founder of that society, and to whose 
development considerably more than one-half of her long life was given; and that no 
provision has been made for a tablet commemorative of her devotion, accomplish- 
ments and great ability, to be placed on or in the new building, soon to be erected 
in Washington, to house the administrative portion of the Society. Therefore we, 
members of George H. Ward Post 10, Department of Massachusetts Grand Army 
of the Republic, do hereby 

Resolve, That such conduct, if the reports be true, is without warrant, precedent 
or excuse, and all survivors of the War of the Rebellion and all lovers of their fellow 
men, in this Nation and elsewhere, ought to protest, as we are doing now, against 
such neglect and disregard of all laws and rules of courtesy and gratitude the world 
over; furthermore, we here give due notice that, in every honorable way we will 
continue to battle for the recognition of Clara Barton, and will not cease as long as 
we live or until our prayer is heard; we further 

Resolve, That the neglect of the great philanthropist is so unwarrantable that we 
can compare it to nothing that has taken place in the past, and we can only conjure 
up possibilities such as to write the history of the Revolution and leave out Wash- 
ington and Franklin, or that of the suppression of the Rebellion and make no mention 
of Lincoln and Grant; we still further 

Resolve, That the record of our action be spread upon our books, that a copy of 
the same be offered for publication to the public press, and that a copy be forwarded 
to the Department Encampment of the Grand Army for appropriate action there. 


RESOLUTION No. 4, OFFERED BY COMMANDER WILLIAM H. SHEARMAN, GEORGE H. 
Warp Post 10. 


Whereas, The action of this Post, at its last regular meeting, relative to the pro- 
posed memorial building at Washington, D. C., of the American Red Cross Society, 
with — by current report — no provision to recognize Clara Barton as the founder, 
was all we could then do, we then not knowing whether the current newspaper reports 
were or were not true; 

And whereas, Since our last regular meeting the junior senator from Massachusetts 
in the 64th Congress, has written a member of this Post as follows: — 


UniITED States SENATE, WaSHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 26, 1916. 


Dear Mr. Replying to your letter of February 11, will say that in the “urgent deficiency act”’ 
of Oct. 23, 1913, $400,000 was appropriated as a contribution on the part of the United States towards 
securing a site in Washington hn erection of a memorial ‘‘To commemorate the services and the sac- 
rifices of the women of the United States, North and South, for the sick and wounded in war,’’ The 
amount appropriated not to be available until an additional $300,000 should be provided by private 
subscription, making the total cost of site and building $700,000. 

It was also provided that the site and building should be the property of the United States, but, 
should be the permanent headquarters of the American Red Cross, which association should be charged 
with its maintainance and upkeep. 

Those interested in the building secured $400,000, and the cost of building and site will be $800,000. 
The site cost $357,000. 
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As planned, there will be two memorial tablets on the building, one outside the entrance, ‘‘ Memo- 
rial to the Heroic Women of the Civil War,’’ and one inside, in effect, ‘‘ This is a memorial erected by 
the United States government and private citizens to commemorate the service and sacrifices of the 
women of the United States, North and South, for the sick and wounded in war.’’ The above is prob- 
ably not an exact quotation. 

If I can be of further assistance to you in this matter, kindly advise me.

And whereas, A Representative in the 64th Congress, and as associate of this 
Post, on the 17th ultimo, wrote a member of this Post in part as follows: — 
There is no memorial of any kind specifically for Clara Barton, the statement of the secretary of 


the society being that the entire building is a memorial to all noble women who were nurses, and that 
it was deemed unfair to signal out one for special honor. 


And whereas, The statements of members of the 64th Congress, so much of the 
act of Oct. 23, 1913, and the statement of the secretary of the Red Cross as cited by 
them, are not currently reported opinions of newspaper writers, but authentic 
statements which disclose to us for the first time that there are to be but two memo- 
rial tablets, on or in the building, with no reference on either tablet which even in- 
directly tends to show who was the founder of the American Red Cross Society. 
These authentic statements also disclose that the proposed building is to be, not a 
memorial to the noble women who were nurses, but it is to be a building to commemo- 
rate the services, also the sacrifices, of the women of the whole United States, south 
as well as north; 

And whereas, We have not and do not ask for a memorial tablet in memory of 
Miss Barton as a nurse, we do earnestly ask for a memorial tablet or some suitable 
device recognizing her as the founder of the American Red Cross Society. Therefore 
be it 

Resolved, That these newly disclosed facts, which are not current newspaper 
reports, be forwarded to the Department Commander, together with such other facts, 
now obtainable, and which tend to conclusively show that Clara Barton is, all over 
the world, recognized as the founder of the American Red Cross Society and should 
be so recognized in the permanent building, and that a copy of this action of ours, 
as a Post, be forwarded to the Department Headquarters with the request that it be 
placed with and read as a part of resolution adopted by this Post on the 24th ultimo, 
and now there on file. 


RESOLUTION No. 5, OFFERED BY COMMANDER BENJAMIN A. HAM, DAHLGREN Post 2. 


Resolved, That a committee be appointed together with the executive officers 
of the Grand Army of the Republic and the executive officers of the Sons of Veterans 
to consider building a memorial building in the city of Boston for Headquarters of 
the Grand Army of the Republic, the committee to raise the money for such building 
by subscription or otherwise, as they may deem expedient; said building to be turned 
over to the Commonwealth when the last Post of the Grand Army of the Republic 
ceases to exist. 
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RESOLUTION No. 6, OFFERED BY ASSISTANT ADJUTANT-GENERAL W. A. WETHERBEE. 
Resolved, That the following bill be and is hereby adopted as the sense of this 
Encampment: — 

A Bill authorizing and directing the Secretary of War to make certain provisions for the care of 
Federal and Confederate veteran soldiers who served in the War between the States, eighteen hundred 
and sixty-one to eighteen hundred and sixty-five, to enable them to unite in participation of a national 
reunion and peace jubilee to commemorate the victories and virtues resulting in the half century of 
— and prosperity to the American Nation, to be held in the national domain within the Vicksburg 


ational Military Park October sixteenth, seventeenth, eighteenth, and nineteenth, nineteen hundred 
and seventeen. (64th Congress, Ist Session.) 


RESOLUTION OFFERED BY GEORGE M. Hovaeuton, Post 139. 


Resolved, That the incoming council of administration be instructed to ascertain, 
as far as practicable, and to recommend, what can be done to harmonize and complete 
the system of decorating the graves of our dead, so that no cemeteries or graves may 
be overlooked; that none be ridiculously overloaded with decorations; and that Posts 
may, as far as possible, work in concert and harmony in decorating. 


Comrade Wetherbee: “Are there any Comrades present from the 
following regiments, and if so I would ask you to send your address to 
George H. Patrick or come and see me about it. Mr. Patrick’s ad- 
dress is 209 Southern Building, Washington. The regiments I refer 
to are the 23d Massachusetts, 28th, 36th, 57th, 8th Light Battery, 
llth Light Battery and the 14th Light Battery. They are forming 
an organization or division association, and these regiments are all 
they are lacking of representation. If the Comrades will send their 
names to Mr. Patrick he will be glad to get them. 

“There is another matter to which I wish to call your attention, 
We have a great deal of trouble in some of our Posts — not all, I am 
glad to say — between the Sons of Veterans and the Spanish War 
Veterans as to their relative positions in line on Memorial Day, it 
going even so far that both organizations refuse to parade because one 
or the other cannot have its way. I believe this matter can be settled 
to the satisfaction of all by the adoption of rules to be made by the 
conference committee. This matter was presented last year to the 
National Encampment under a resolution, and it was voted that it 
was a question which the Department should settle, and for that 
reason, and to save further trouble with our Posts and with the or- 
ganizations participating in Memorial Day, I move that a committee 
of three be appointed to confer with a like committee of Spanish War 
Veterans and the Sons of Veterans to adopt some plan which would 
be satisfactory to the various organizations for the formation of pa- 
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rades on Memorial Day or on any other day when we parade with 
-those organizations. [This motion was at once seconded and adopted.] 
Another point I want to refer to. An order has gone out to every 
Post Commander asking him to suggest the names of Comrades who 
are willing to serve as aides on the Department Commander’s staff. 

“JT have received up to to-day 50 replies out of 203. It is neces- 
sary to have many more in order to carry on inspection work, and if 
the Comrades who are Commanders of Posts, before they leave, will 
bring me the name of some Comrade written on a paper who will 
serve in that position I will be much obliged. ¢ 

“A notice has been sent to Headquarters that there is a man who 
calls himself Burton Cochran, who has been doing up the city of Lynn. 
He goes to a boarding house and gets into the graces of the people 
there, boarding for thirty days or more, promising to pay when he 
gets his pension. But when that happy day comes he steals away, 
and the boarding mistress is out the sum of his board. He is a ‘bum’ 
of the first water, and I caution the Comrades here to look out for 
him. 

“T have also been requested to bring the question before the En- 
campment of suggesting the adoption of what might be termed a “fall 
flag day,” not to celebrate the flag, but to remove the charge which 
might come of desecration of the flag. We all know that in many 
cemeteries, after the lst of November, the flags which were put out 
on Memorial Day are weatherbeaten, torn and faded, and they are 
a disgrace not only to the flag but to the Post and the people of that 
town. It has been suggested, in relation to this matter, that some 
day be adopted to remove the flags thus worn and weatherbeaten, 
either putting fresh flags there or leaving the graves undecorated until 
the next Memorial Day. I present this subject to you for your con- 
sideration.” 

On motion of Comrade Little of Post 26 the Encampment voted 
that the first business of the afternoon session should be the election 
of officers. . 

Comrade Hogan of Post 39 wanted a censure passed on the Com- 
missioner of Pensions for permitting so much red-tape to delay the 
securing of aid ($48) to help defray the expenses of burying destitute 
Comrades, claiming this appropriation came from the United States 
government. He was answered at considerable length by Assistant 
Adjutant-General Wetherbee, who showed that the Comrade had 
spoken without a due knowledge of the facts. 
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John E. Gilman spoke vigorously in defence of the commissioner. 
The appropriations were originally made to prevent the burial of old 
soldiers in paupers’ graves. Comrade Gilman added, “I know of many 
applications for that aid where the soldier himself had left far more 
than enough to bury him; where the accumulation of pension would 
have been sufficient or where the insurance that he has had would 
be sufficient to bury him; but in spite of all that a son or a daughter 
or other relative would apply for the $48. Now in those cases the 
application is rejected because the law does not allow the payment 
under those conditions. I might cite many other facts, but what I 
have suggested perhaps is enough. So I say there is absolutely no 
justice in the charge made by my Comrade against the present State 
Aid Commissioner at the State House.” 

A further discussion was participated in by Comrades Hoyt of 
Post 5, Lynn, and Thompson of Post 75, Stoneham, the latter 
saying, “No man who ever held the office of State Aid Commissioner 
has been more liberal and willing to aid and assist the old soldiers 
than Comrade Flynn of the Spanish War Veterans. If there has been 
trouble in regard to it, it has been on account of the law, and not in 
the execution of the law. The agent has executed the law. He is 
obliged to take particular pains to find out that the people who apply 
are worthy. If more were worthy there would not be so many re- 
jections.” 

At this point the Encampment took the noon recess. 


AFTERNOON SESSION, TUESDAY, APRIL 4. 


The Encampment, having been called to order at 2 o’clock by 
Commander Knowles, proceeded to the election of officers for the 
ensuing year. 

Comrade Taylor of Post 166: “I understand that there is no 
competition in the contest for Commander-in-Chief. I therefore move 
that the assistant Adjutant-General cast one ballot for Comrade 
Francis E. Mole as Department Commander for the ensuing year.” 

The motion having been carried unanimously, Comrade Wetherbee 
said, “I have deposited one ballot bearing the name of Francis E. 
Mole for Department Commander for the next year.” 

The Commander declared Comrade Mole elected, and then called 
for three cheers for Comrade Mole, and they were given with a hearty 
good will. The Commander then presented Commander-elect Mole 
to the Encampment. 
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Comrade Mole: “Comrades of the Grand Army of the Republic, 
Department of Massachusetts, it is easy to say I thank you. But if you 
knew the feelings that are deep in my heart, and how I appreciate this 
great honor that has come not only to me but to the western part of our 
State, which you know has not had a commander for many years, you 
would understand my feelings as I stand here. Wherever I have met 
the Comrades of the Grand Army I have been welcomed with open 
arms, and I appreciate more than words can tell, this great honor in 
being elected Commander of this splendid Department of Massa- 
chusetts. I thank you, my Comrades, and I hope that my adminis- 
tration will be helpful, and that I may do the best that is in me, as 
I promise you I will do, to keep the banner lifted bigh for our Com- 
monwealth. Once more, Comrades, I thank you.” [Applause.| 


Commander: “The next business will be the election of Senior 
Vice-Commander.”’ 
Comrade Roe, Post 10, Worcester: “A year ago it was my 


pleasure and privilege to place in nomination for the office of Junior 
Vice-Commander a fellow member of Post 10, Worcester. I then 
outlined to some extent the high characteristics of the man I am about 
to name. I spoke of what he is doing and of what he has done for 
our Post and local interests. He has just finished his second term as 
a member of the Governor’s Council. He has been a member of the 
State Senate and also of the House of Representativees. In every 
position which he has held he has discharged the duties faithfully and 
to the credit of all concerned. During the past year we have lifted 
from our Post Headquarters in Worcester a mortgage of $8,000. It 
is true it was done by the citizens of Worcester, but they were incited 
thereto very largely by the Comrade who has served this Department 
faithfully, ready at all times to do what he could for his old Comrades 
in arms. For all these reasons I esteem it a pleasure to place in nom- 
ination for the position of Senior Vice-Commander, Daniel E. Denny 
of Post 10 [applause], and as I have heard no opposition to his pro- 
motion, I move that the Assistant Adjutant-General be instructed to 
cast a single ballot bearing the name of Daniel E. Denny as a candi- 
date for this position.” [Applause.| 

This motion was promptly seconded. 

Comrade Bradley: “One year ago I heard some one nominate 
Comrade Denny of Post 10, and I resolved that I would second the 
motion. I know the National Encampment is coming to Boston in 
1917, and that we want a man of the shape and make-up of Comrade 
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Denny to head the Department; therefore I second the motion, sir, 
to nominate Comrade Denny for Senior Vice-Commander.”’ 

The motion was unanimously carried, and Comrade Denny was 
declared elected, and, amid the applause of his Comrades, he was 
presented to the Encampment. 

Comrade Denny: “Commander and Comrades of the Encamp- 
ment: For the second time you have elected me to an important 
position in this Department, and I assure you that I appreciate it 
highly. I assure you also that in the coming year I will give, as the 
Department Commander has said, the best that is in me to fill that 
position properly. It is a position which any man should feel proud to 
occupy. Massachusetts has always taken a high stand among the 
Departments of the G. A. R., and I trust that in the coming years I 
may uphold its honor and dignity. Once more I thank you, Comrades, 
for this expression of your confidence.” 

Commander: “The next order of business will be the election of 
Junior Vice-Commander. Prepare your ballots for the same. Nomi- 
nations are in order.” 

Comrade Bowen of Post 16: “Mr. Commander and Comrades: 
It gives me much pleasure as a representative of Post 16 of Springfield 
to offer the name of one of our honored members for the post of Junior 
Vice-Commander in this Department of Massachusetts. In doing 
this, Comrades, I do not propose to enter into any extended historical 
or eulogistic discourse. It is not necessary. We offer to you, let me 
say in brief, a man who is worthy of your confidence, worthy of your 
ballots, and who, if elected to this position, will never disappoint the 
confidence which you may repose in him. A brief sketch of his life 
is the best thing I can offer. A boy of ten when the war broke out, 
he enlisted in that famous cavalry regiment which has to its credit 
128 battles. He did not take part in all of them. He was sent home 
before the term of his enlistment expired with an honorable discharge 
for disability received in the service. With what he had left of 
strength and earnest purpose he took a position temporarily in one 
of our Springfield institutions, which since then has obtained a world- 
wide reputation. In two years he became the superintendent of that 
organization, and he holds that position to-day. In every line of life 
he has been honored, respected, capable, devoted and trustworthy. 
In our Post I have known him thirty years. In that relation we have 
been boys together, and are boys together still in the work of the Post. 
Whatever duties have come to him he has discharged with an earnest- 
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ness, a vigor and a devotion that speak well for the success of any 
trust you may repose in him. At present he is serving his fourth con- 
secutive year as the Commander of Post 16, an honor which has never 
before been given by that Post to any of its members. With this 
brief presentation I offer for your consideration the name of Cornelius 
C. Hastings, Commander of Post 16 of Springfield, Mass.” [Applause.] 

Commander: “Any other nominations?” 

Comrade Dalton, Salem: ‘Mr. Commander and Comrades: One 
of the smaller Posts of Essex County presents one of its Comrades 
for your consideration in selecting a Junior Vice-Commander of this 
Department for the ensuing year, and in behalf of that Post and of 
the Comrades I am pleased to call his candidacy to your attention. 
Last year he was a candidate for Junior Vice-Commander and received 
a flattering vote, but the honor went to our good Comrade Denny 
whom you have just deservedly promoted. Comrade Stanley of Post 
67, Manchester, is the Comrade that I refer to. [Applause.] Comrade 
Stanley served in the 19th Massachusetts, and with that regiment 
participated in many of its battles and engagements. He was several 
times wounded, was captured and confined in Libby Prison. Upon 
his release, being disabled for further active service, he returned to 
his home in Manchester, and soon afterwards his townsmen placed 
him in positions of trust and of responsibility. For more than a 
quarter of a century he has been town treasurer, and -has been a most 
faithful guardian of the financial interests of that town. He is honored 
and respected in his own town and throughout Essex County. He 
is a charter member of Post 67, and has held all the offices within the 
gift of the Post. He has served upon the Council of Administration 
and in minor positions, both on the national staff and in the State 
Department. In all the positions which he has held he has ever been 
mindful of the best interests of our order and of the welfare and well- 
being of his Comrades. I bespeak for him your favorable considera- 
tion, and I now formally place in nomination the name of Edwin P. 
Stanley of Post 67 for Junior Vice-Commander of this Department.” 
[Applause. | 

Commander Roe: “Commander and Comrades: Pardon me for 
inflicting myself upon you so often, but the Post of which I have the 
honor to be a member has voted to support the candidacy of Comrade 
Stanley. My eminent Comrade from the city of Salem has told you 
the story in extenso. I really don’t know what there is for me to say 
in addition. Once when I was a boy a teacher said to me, ‘Sir, pick 
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up the stitches of the one who has preceded you.’ I have been looking 
for the stitches in this case, but I do not find any. It is a fact, all 
that he stated. I am not quite certain whether he said Comrade 
Stanley was the second Commander of his Post, but he has been re- 
peatedly elected Commander and has beld other offices; has been 
repeatedly connected with the Department and has been treasurer of 
his town for thirty-four years. I think we all can indorse Comrade 
Stanley. I would like to call attention to one fact, — we have just 
elected a Commander from the extreme western part of the Common- 
wealth. We have elected as Senior Vice-Commander a Comrade from 
the heart of the Commonwealth, and now if we go to the Connecticut 
River and take another from that locality and make him the Junior, 
then it leaves more than half of this Commonwealth unprovided for. 
It is a pure matter of business. Most of the Commanders come from 
the east of us. Comrade Stanley belongs to the 19th Regiment, and 
that was dear old Capt. Jack Adams’s regiment; and to have been in 
the same regiment with Jack Adams is equivalent to a man’s wearing 
the red badge of courage as long as he lives.” [Applause.| 

Commander: “Are there any other nominations? If not, I will 
declare the nominations closed. The Commander-in-Chief is at the 
outpost. With your permission I will postpone the vote until we have 
admitted him into the Encampment. Comrades Billings, Gleason, 
Roe and Bradley will escort him to the platform.” 

While waiting for the Commander-in-Chief, Comrade Wetherbee 
moved that a committee of six be appointed to receive, sort and 
count votes, and it was so voted. The Commander appointed Com- 
rades Walker of Post 62, Millard of Post 79, Slocum of Post 52, 
Felton of Post 63, Bowen of Post 16 and Hawley of Post 40 as the 
committee. 

Comrade Hastings of Post 16 addressed the Encampment, and in 
a brief speech teeming with good comradeship withdrew his name as 
a candidate for Junior Vice-Commander in favor of Comrade Stanley. 

On motion the Assistant Adjutant-General cast one ballot bearing 
the name of Edwin.P. Stanley, and he was declared elected as Junior 
Vice-Commander. Comrade Stanley was presented, and in a few 
well-chosen remarks thanked the Encampment for the honor conferred 
upon him. 

The Commander-in-Chief, Comrade Elias R. Monfort, having been 
escorted to the platform, was warmly welcomed by Commander 
Knowles, who then presented him to the Encampment, calling for 
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three cheers as he did so. The cheers were given with a zest, and 
afterward Commander-in-Chief Monfort spoke as follows: — 

Commander-in-Chief Monfort: “Commander and Comrades: I 
hardly expected to see so distinguished an audience, and yet in passing 
around the country, even out in Kansas, down in Florida, New York, 
Philadelphia, Washington, when I come to look into the faces of the 
members of the Grand Army of the Republic, it seems to me that they 
look as if they belonged to a common brotherhood. There are the 
same facial expressions, the same forceful indications of character, the 
same stalwart conditions everywhere. It is the Grand Army of the 
Republic wherever you find it. It stands for principles that underlie 
the best form of government, the best conditions in business and in 
social life. It stands for all those virtues which the flag emphasizes 
and symbolizes, — for honesty in business, for loyalty to the nation, 
for purity in the home and in society, for the upbuilding of the best 
form of character, for the making of stalwart men, and preparing them 
to be object lessons to those who come after that will insure the 
perpetuity of this nation. So long as our boys and our girls shall 
study, maintain and perpetuate the principles for which we stood, 
so long will the perpetuity of this nation be assured. [Applause.| 

“T have no prepared speech, but I feel the inspiration of this 
fraternal presence, and I feel as if I were one of you. You are honor- 
ing me because I am your representative, because I occupy the highest 
position in your gift. But, Comrades, I am only a Comrade, and 
there are no distinctions of rank here except those that are necessary 
for order and discipline, and for carrying out the principles of the 
Grand Army. We are Comrades, and we shall remain so, and we 
shall stand before the world for what we represent. 

“T hardly know how to talk to you because so much has been said 
to you. If we talk about the war, about battles, you all know about 
that. If we talk about principles, you know those principles. They 
are the very warp and woof of your life. They are in the blood, and 
what shall I say? Let us continue in this march of life, holding our 
heads high, being optimistic, and I believe you are optimists. I cannot 
say, as has been said, that there is a survival of the fittest, because 
so many dear Comrades who were our equals have dropped out in the 
march of life. We are optimistic, and let me say to you this — be 
cheerful, keep sweet. In exemplifying the principles that we advocate, 
let us emphasize more and more the spirit of fraternity. 

“T am one of those who believe that in studying and teaching 
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patriotism we should not forget the past, and we should cease to con- 
demn. If we are constantly condemning those who were opposed to 
us in the war we are antagonizing them and they are our neighbors. 
We are not thus building up American citizenship; we are really work- 
ing in the wrong direction. On the other hand, let us not be too 
complimentary. Compliments are often paid by Grand Army men 
under impulse. They are unnecessary, and often they are unjust to 
ourselves. Let us rather emphasize that character and those principles 
which build up the finer elements of men, and which make for true 
American citizenship. This we can do under all circumstances. We 
can do no better than to teach these principles. I believe that the 
best teacher of true patriotism is the mother, who puts into the heart 
and mind and soul of a child that inspiration which comes from a 
mother’s love. The mother’s teaching starts the child right in life. 
Then those other good women, the teachers of our public schools, will 
carry on the work, and carry it on with less trouble and less friction 
than if the children were not taught at home. 

“At the present time we hear a great deal of talk about prepared- 
ness in this country, and there is ground for it. I have grown into 
the belief — you may disagree with me — that it is better to spend a 
billion dollars in preparing to prevent war than it is to be idle and 
careless and let enemies come upon us and destroy a million lives and 
millions of treasure before the latent forces of this country can get 
ready to drive them out. For this reason, I say, let us prepare. Let 
us sustain our rulers. The Grand Army stands for popular govern- 
ment; it stands for obedience to law; it stands for submission to rule; 
it stands for support of our rulers so long as they maintain and uphold 
the great principles for which we fought and made so many sacrifices. 
[Applause.] So I say, as I said to the President of the United States 
at a banquet after he had spoken in Washington city. His speech 
pleased me. It went further than anything that I had heard before 
in acknowledging the services of the Grand Army. When the Presi- 
dent stopped speaking I sprang to my feet, almost without knowing 
it, and I said to him, ‘Mr. President, you are the President of the 
United States; you are the President of the Grand Army of the Re- 
public; and you are the President of every American citizen who sus- 
tains and supports and maintains the true principles of Americanism 
and all the virtues that the flag symbolizes, and therefore, without 
regard to politics or political affiliations, I pledge you the support of 
the Grand Army so long as you maintain and uphold those principles.’ 
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[Applause.| He did me the honor to thank me, and shook my 
hand. 

“On my way over here this afternoon, and last night at the club, 
I was told that you are considering the question of erecting a memo- 
rial building in this city. I was pleased to hear it. I hope that you 
will give it your support, no matter what it costs. In the city in which 
I live efforts were made for thirty years to secure a fund to erect such 
a building. At last a committee asked me to take charge of it. I 
studied the law and found it was impossible to raise a sufficient fund 
by taxation to assist the boys who had failed in getting enough con- 
tributions. I thereupon wrote the present law of Ohio regarding the 
matter of such memorial buildings. I was asked if I could suggest 
some things to you. I accordingly submit a point or two which you 
can follow or not as you choose. The thought came to me, the Grand 
Army is a unique organization; it will not last many years more. How 
are we going to preserve these buildings and have them maintained as 
an object-lesson to future generations? So I inserted a clause which 
provided, first, that after the building was completed it should be 
turned over to the county commissioners for the exclusive purposes 
for which it was erected; and, second, that they should be empowered 
to levy an annual tax for its support and maintenance. In private 
conversations I met a good deal of opposition from the boys, but, 
Comrades, here is the result. After that building was constructed and 
turned over to the county commissioners they levied an annual tax, 
and they have put in two veterans of the Civil War as superintendent 
and assistant superintendent of it. They have janitors and engineers, 
and have maintained and kept up that building in just as fine con- 
dition as when it was built, and nobody knows anything about it. 
It was done automatically, and the building has been used exclusion 
for the purposes for which it was built. 

“The people of the United States are more patriotic, if you Bee 
to them in the right way, than is generally supposed, and that bill 
was well supported. Whoever has charge of your plans can send to 
the Secretary of State of Ohio and get a copy of our bill and also a 
copy of the bill prepared by Comrade Coney in Kansas, which is an 
excellent bill passed after the passage of the Ohio bill. If you put up 
a great magnificent building you will have a monument dedicated to 
every man who served as a Comrade in the G. A. R., — an object- 
lesson to coming generations. 

“As for the future, you need have no fears respecting the patriot- 


’ 
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ism of the Sons of Veterans and the young men who come after you. 
If it ever again comes to war, I believe, after a thorough study of the 
question, that you can raise three or four millions of young men the 
same in stature, the same in education, and the same in other qual- 
ifications — in courage and patriotism — as you were when you went 
into the war. Under these conditions I believe this country is safe 
and will be perpetuated. Other republics have gone to the wall be- 
cause of corruption, or of failure to maintain those moral standards 
that are necessary in the stability of a great government. The Roman 
Republic failed because it refused to grant equal rights to all citizens. 
But in this republic we have reared a government for the people and 
by the people, based on national, economical, financial, social and 
moral principles that make a government great, and that will uphold 
and preserve our flag and nation. [Applause.| 

“J thank you for listening to me so patiently. I hope we shall do 
what we can to quiet all internal disturbance. The Grand Army of 
the Republic to-day is in fine condition everywhere. Only here and 
there do we find difficulties, and these can be easily adjusted. © Let 
us maintain our own manhood and dignity, and not permit ourselves 
to be mixed up in unnecessary, unnatural quarrels, but as we grow 
older and richer in blood, richer in brain, and richer in all the qualities 
that make a noble manhood, let us become more considerate of others; 
and let us stand for that patriotism which will recognize every man, 
whether he belongs to our order or not, who is a true American citi- 
zen. Let us by our example, by our teaching and by our intercourse 
with the world draw all men together so far as we can into a common 
brotherhood of Americanism. I thank you.” [Applause.| 

Commander: ‘Commander-in-Chief, we appreciate the words of 
wisdom and good cheer which you have just uttered here, and where- 
ever you go we desire you to say that the Department of Massa- 
chusetts is still a live wire in the Grand Army of the Republic.” 

The election of Medical Director resulted, on motion of Comrade 
Dyer of Fall River, in the re-election of Comrade John Gilbert. 

Comrade Bean of Post 13, Brockton, nominated Comrade Seth W. 
Hall of Post 13 as Chaplain for the coming year, which Comrade 
Slocum of Post 52 seconded. By vote of the Encampment the Assist- 


ant Adjutant-General cast one ballot for Comrade Hall, and he was 


declared elected. 
Commander: ‘Comrade Payson Bradley desires to say something 
at this time that may be of interest to all of you.” [Applause.] 
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Comrade J. Payson Bradley: “I thank you very much, Comrades, 
for your unanimous co-operation in regard to the coming election at 
Kansas City; you can never tell, the present Commander-in-Chief 
may pass on that piece of wood called the gavel to a Massachusetts 
man, in which case [ shall take it and try to wield it as well as he has 
the past year. I stopped in Cincinnati on my way east a few months 
ago and tried to make a call on him. I went up something like 89 
stories, I think, before I got to the G. A. R. Headquarters, and then 
they told me to move three stories higher, and I said, ‘the Grand 
Army is getting closer to heaven.’ 

“The duty is on me this afternoon to come here and report to 
you. I do this in the absence of Past Commander Woods, who was 
obliged to go home, being a little under the weather. He told me to 
take his place as chairman of a committee which was formed for a 
good purpose, I take it. A little while ago it became known that 
Comrade Assistant Adjutant-General Wetherbee was to retire, having 
reached that age when retirement is in order as Assistant Adjutant- 
General of this Department. One thing we are thankful for, and that 
is he retires before he makes a break, because I feel a little bit of 
responsibility for this young man, for it was when the speaker was 
the Department Commander that he had the misfortune to lose the 
Assistant Adjutant-General who had filled the office for the previous - 
six years. I was in a difficult position, but Comrade Wetherbee, who 
has always been ready to take the laboring oar in the service of the 
Grand Army, came forward and offered his assistance which I very 
gladly accepted. So I have felt a sort of responsibility for him from 
that day to this. 

“Now, it is a great thing to have given a man something when he 
starts, but it is a greater thing to give it when he is through and going 
into retirement. Then we are sure of our gift. He has made a fairly 
good Assistant Adjutant-General. Some Commanders said he helped 
raise the funds of the Department. Well, I will say this, that when 
I went in as Department Commander the finances were pretty low. 
They have been growing ever since, and I am trying to take some of 
the credit myself as Past Commander, but personally, I give all the 
credit to Wetherbee. ; 

“To provide the gift we wished to make we sent out an invitation 
to each Post in the Department to contribute, and I must say that 
the contributions that came in response to our invitation were the 
more pleasing for the remarks that came with them. One of the 
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pleasant things in the Grand Army is the feeling in the hearts of the 
Comrades as expressed in the words they utter and the acts they per- 
form. Now, it is my great pleasure to carry out the wish of the com- 
mittee and the wish of the Department because this gift comes from 
the whole Department of Massachusetts. It is a testimonial to Com- 
rade Wetherbee of our good will, with our best wishes and hopes for 
a long life, and also a little bit of something goes with these wishes 
that makes for what we desire to express in this testimonial. Comrade 
Woods not being present, I want to say to Comrade Wetherbee, first, 
stand up.” 

Comrade Wetherbee stood up, and Comrade Bradley continued: 
“JT want to present to you something which will be of service to you. 
We thought of giving you an overcoat, but the present winter is 
almost over and you may never need an overcoat. Then we thought 
of giving you an opera glass, but we thought on acount of age that 
might not be the thing. But Comrade Billings had made the sugges- 
tion that a little piece of paper with some writing on it would be a 
good thing. Now, in a great country across the water it was thought 
that a ‘scrap of paper’ did not amount to anything. But this slip of | 
_ paper comes out of my personal check book, and possibly you may 
not find it worth anything, but don’t tear it up and throw it away! 
And now it gives me the greatest pleasure in behalf of the Department 
of Massachusetts to present to you, Comrade Wetherbee, a little 
testimonial. What it represents comes from nearly every Post in the 
State. The notices did not go out in time to reach every one of them, 
and we said a postage stamp was just as acceptable as a bill. As a 
result we have postage stamps enough to run our concern for the next 
three years! [Laughter.] It gives me great pleasure to present to 
you this check for three hundred and seventy-four dollars and the 
last part is very significant — thirty cents! [Laughter.] I called up 
to find out how much I had put into the bank and I found it amounted 
to $374.30, and here it is, Comrade Wetherbee, that comes from the 
hearts of the Comrades of the Department of Massachusetts.’”’ [Loud 
applause. | 

Comrade Wetherbee: “Comrade Bradley and Comrades: I 
suppose this thirty cents was put on here to make you understand how 
I feel. [Laughter.} I don’t know what to say. [A voice: “put it 
in your pocket and cash the check.’”’] I am just about to give up a 
position which has been the pleasantest, the most enjoyable of any- 
thing that I have ever had in my life; and I assure you, my Comrades, 
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that I give it up with a great deal of regret. It was a hard thing for 
me to make the decision that I would give up the office to which I 
had been appointed so many times. But I felt that my interests 
demanded it. 

“Tt has been a pleasant office, as already said. I have made hosts 
of splendid friends. It has been well said here, in speaking of the 
fraternity of the Grand Army, — and we have had an example this 
afternoon of the magnificent fraternity which can come to a Grand 
Army man when our good Comrade from Springfield stepped to the 
front, as he did, and seconded the nomination of his opponent, — 
that it 1s a virtue which pervades every Post on the continent. And 
so I say, Comrades, that if I have in the past nine years done that 
which has merited your approval, I am deeply thankful. I did not 
suppose that I had been a poor enough officer that you would be 
willing to give so much to get rid of me. [Laughter.] But I thank 
you from the bottom of my heart for this testimonial, and I assure 
you that the splendid token represented in this fine check which has 
come from you —come gladly from you, as I believe — will be used 
to purchase something which will be a memento, a souvenir to me 
during the remainder of my life. I wish again to thank you for it. 
I do not propose to step down and out because I am going out of the 
Assistant Adjutant-General’s berth. I have been a Comrade for forty- 
eight years, nearly, and I am going to be a Comrade for forty-eight 
years more. [Applause.| J am going to do the best I can, and I 
promise our incoming Commander that anything I can do to advance 
his interests, and the success of the one who shall succeed me in this 
office during the days of his inexperience, I will do, gladly rendering 
every particle of help that I can give him, and doing it as if I held 
the office myself. Once more, Comrades, accept my thanks for the 
splendid token of your esteem, and believe me, so long as I live my 
association with the Department of the Massachusetts Grand Army 
- of the Republic will be one of the most happy memories of my life.” 
[Loud applause. | 

Commander: “As the Commander-in-Chief desires to retire, I 
will ask the same committee to escort him from the hall.” 

As Commander Monfort left the platform the Encampment arose 
and gave three cheers and a tiger. 

The Assistant Adjutant-General read the report presented by the 
committee to nominate the following members of the Council of 
Administration: Comrades Henry A. Monk, Post 87; Frank 8. Pevey, 
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Post 185; Luther W. Bixby, Post 26; Edwin F. Morrill, Post 156; 
David King, Post 15; and on motion the Assistant Adjutant-General 
cast one ballot bearing the above names and they were declared 


elected. 

The Assistant Adjutant-General then offered the report presented 
by the committee on the nomination of delegates and alternates to 
the National Encampment.

Past Department Commander Gleason, Chairman of Committee 
on Commander’s Address, reported as follows: — 


Your Committee on the Department Commander’s Address in making its report 
wishes to express its admiration for the concise manner in which the Commander has 
expressed his views. Your committee gladly endorse the recommendations of the 
Commander, and recommend the adoption of the same by this Encampment. 

It is evident that the outgoing administration has been a safe and sound one and 
the Department is to be congratulated on the record made. 


The report of the committee was accepted and adopted. 

Comrade Roe, Chairman of the Committee on Resolutions, pre- 
sented the report of that committee as follows: — 

On Resolution No. 1, regarding change of time of election and 
installation of officers, we report adversely. The report of the com- 
mittee was adopted. : 

On Resolution No. 2, regarding the Ashbrook bill on widows’ 
pensions, the committee reported favorably. 

The report was adopted. 

On Resolution No. 3, relating to the Red Cross buildin in Wash- 
ington, and recognizing the connection of Clara Barton with that 
society, the committee offered a favorable report which was unani- 
mously adopted. 

On Resolution No. 4, calling for the erection of a memorial build- 
ing, the committee reported as follows: — 
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Your committee in considering this resolution remembered that a prominent 
ex-Governor Comrade once laid great stress on the thought and hope that the day 
might come when the Commonwealth should make an appropriation and erect the 
finest building in the city of Boston for the G. A. R. We also remembered that there 
are 350 odd cities and towns in the Commonwealth, and that to every one of these 
cities and towns its own relics of the war of the rebellion are vastly more precious than 
they are to any other city or town. Each town has its own treasury, and we have 
voted on the floor of this hall that when our Posts disband we may consign all their 
relics to their local historical society, or public library; and I know for the city of 
Worcester we shall burn the mortgage and formally dedicate for all time, for the 
purposes named, a building that cost somebody $150,000, devoted to just such memo- 
rial purposes as are named, and we wish and intend to have them remain in Worcester. 
What we claim for ourselves is equally true of the State of Massachusetts, with its 
magnificent picture gallery, and all of the cities and towns in the Commonwealth. 
I question whether any of them would be willing to consign their treasures to a build- 
ing erected in the city of Boston. Hence we unanimously voted “‘No”’ on the reso- 
lution. 


Comrade Ham: “I am the introducer of that resolution, and I 
believe that it should receive the careful consideration of this assem- 
bly. The resolution does not ask that we proceed, but simply that a 
company of men gather and consider the proposition that the State 
construct a memorial in the city of Boston. It contemplates nothing 
more than what several States of this Union have already done, as 
we are told by our Commander-in-Chief, who has addressed us. He 
says that already in Cincinnati they have erected a building that cost 
$250,000, and the State of Ohio appropriated that money and provided 
that ultimately the building under proper regulations should be turned 
over to the State. Now, then, when the people of Louisiana can erect 
a memorial building in New Orleans that costs more money than we 
contemplate spending in Massachusetts; when to-day in New Orleans 
is erected a memorial building holding the war records of Louisiana; 
is it not time for Massachusetts, with all the wealth which she pos- 
sesses, to back up the old soldiers of the Commonwealth. I believe 
that if the proposition were properly laid before a committee of our 
Legislature it would receive their approval, as well as that of the 
various mercantile bodies and chambers of commerce. I believe they 
would come forward as readily as the people of Worcester did to assist 
in clearing the mortgage on a building to be dedicated forever to the 
Grand Army of the Republic. For these reasons, Comrades, I believe 
that this resolution, notwithstanding the report of your committee, 
should be passed by this assembly, for it asks for nothing more than that 
a committee be appointed, together with the officers of this convention 
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and the officers of the Sons of Veterans, to consider and report to the 
next State Encampment.” 

Comrade Hall of Post 10: “Have we not got to-day a Headquar- 
ters provided by the State of Massachusetts in the State House?” 

Commander: “We have.”’ 

Comrade Hall: “ Have we not passed a resolution in the Encamp- 
ment that when we dissolve a Post in Worcester or anywhere else we 
will place the records where a majority of the survivors of that Post 
wish them placed, provided it is a proper institution? It seems to me 
we have. Now what is the necessity of passing another resolution to 
erect a memorial building in Boston, another in Provincetown and 
another in North Adams in which shall be stored all the local relics 
of the Grand Army of the Republic, forcing your children and mine 
to go to Worcester, or North Adams or Provincetown to see these 
records? I think the report of the committee should be sustained.” 

Comrade Ham: “I wish to reply to the Comrade on the other 
side of the hall who asks what such a memorial building would be 
used for in the city of Boston. Does he forget the steady stream of 
newcomers into our country from every port in Europe, — the immi- 
grants and their children? Does he forget that such a memorial 
building would be a lasting object-lesson to these children, teaching 
them what has been done by the soldiers of Massachusetts for the 
welfare of Massachusetts and of this whole land? Does he think that 
those lessons should not come to every scholar that is being educated 
in the public schools to honor righteousness and truth? Does he call 
a little place twenty feet square in the State House that sort of memo- 
rial to the soldiers of the republic? If he does, then the smallness 
of such a building must appeal to him, but it cannot appeal to me. 
I grew too tall. I grew up down in the State of Maine, which raises 
big men, — men of large conceptions of what belongs to-day to all our 
fellow men and what belongs to generations yet unborn.” [Applause.] 

Comrade Hall: “From the bottom of my heart I endorse the idea 
that we should have object-lessons in patriotism for all comers, but 
are there no children outside of the city of Boston who need object- 
lessons?”’ 

Cries of “ Question!”’ . 

Comrade Welsh, Post 2: “It is not because Post 10 of Worcester 
has a magnificent hall, or because the Post of Lynn is provided for, 
that we are dealing with this subject. What is proposed by Comrade 
Ham is simply a monument erected to every member who served the 
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country from 1861-65. What better place for that memorial than the 
city of Boston, up on the hill? We simply ask that a committee be 
appointed to consider the matter, to which the officers of the Depart- 
ment be added, I believe. There is no harm in having a committee 
to report on it. I fail to see any reason why that resolution should be 
voted down. Personally, I feel that the resolution should be adopted. 
The State of Massachusetts has not a memorial on any battlefield 
whereon her soldiers fought. She has not a monument on the field of 
Gettysburg. Is there a single monument in Boston erected by the 
State government to the soldiers of the Civil War?” 

Cries of “ Question!” 

Comrade Ham: “I press my amendment that the report of the 
committee be reversed and the recommendation be adopted.” 

Comrade Billings: “Some of the Comrades will remember that 
four or five years ago I had the honor of introducing a resolution be- 
fore the Encampment which was referred to the incoming Council of 
Administration where it has slumbered ever since. No hearing was 
given upon it, and whether the council ever considered that proposition 
I do not know. It seemed to me at that time that it was entirely 
within the province of the State to assist in erecting such a memorial 
to the veterans in the city of Boston; and also, that if the State were 
to erect such memorial, Boston was the place to have it erected. The 
character of the memorial, of course, is to be determined entirely by 
those who have the matter in charge,— the State or the city of Boston. 
I still believe that the erection of such a memorial would be an ad- 
mirable thing. I appreciate the objection that the Chairman of the 
Committee on Resolutions suggests, viz., that each community holds 
sacred the memorials possessed by its own Post. Still, the matter 
contemplated in this resolution does not interfere with their doing that. 
It is a simple matter that the resolution asks for, — a committee to be 
appointed to consider the question, and why should such a committee 
be bowed out of court without hearing? I second the motion that a 
committee be appointed to give the matter full consideration and then 
report.” 

Comrade Billings: “I move a substitute motion for the report of 
the committee, that a committee be appointed along the lines favored 
by the resolution.” 

Comrade Parker: ‘What is the use of a national building? Have 
we voted to accept the report of the committee as a substitute? We 
ought to do it in order to make it binding.” 
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Commander: “I understood the Encampment agrees with Com- 
rade Ham?” 

The motion to substitute was accepted and the resolution adopted. 

On Resolution No. 5, relating to decoration of graves, the com- 
mittee reported inexpedient. After considerable discussion participated 
in by Comrades Houghton of Post 139, Saxton of Post 174 and Bil- 
lings of Post 186 the report of the committee was adopted. 

On Resolution No. 6, regarding celebration at Vicksburg, Comrade 
Rowe spoke as follows: — 

“T would call attention to the bill introduced by Senator Cum- 
mings, in Washington, making an appropriation of a sum of money to 
assist in the proper celebration of the Battle of Gettysburg, the same 
to take place Oct. 16, 17, 18 and 19, 1917, the sum not to exceed 
$150,000. 

“Now this letter comes to us from the president of the National 
Association of Vicksburg Veterans, asking us to endorse his proposi- 
tion, and to see that the matter is brought to the attention of our 
respective senators and representatives in Congress. The committee 
reports that the proposition ought to be adopted.” 

Report adopted. 

Adjourned to 10 o’clock Wednesday, April 5. 


Seconp Day. 


The Encampment was called to order at 10 o’clock. 

As a committee to escort a delegation from the Ladies of the G. 
A. R. J. Frank Dalton, C. M. Marston and Almon Armstrong were 
appointed; the same was authorized to take the greetings of this con- 
vention to the Ladies of the G. A. R. in session at the American 
House. The delegation from the Ladies of the G. A. R. was then 
escorted into the hall. They took seats on the stage. 

Commander: “We are favored this morning, Comrades, by a 
visit from that body of noble women who are working for us night 
and day without rest. [Applause.] I have the high honor of present- 
ing to you at this time Mrs. Catharine De Lacy Roche, National 
President of that estimable order.” 

Mrs. Roche: “Mr. Commander and Comrades: First I want to 
thank you for the honor of admitting us at this time when you are 
busy in the midst of your work. We come here with hearts full of 
love, and to convey to you the best wishes of our organization. I 
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have been commissioned by the Ladies of the Department of Massa- 
chusetts to express their good wishes to you, Mr. Commander, and 
now that you are about to resume your place in the ranks they wish 
you to accept a little present from them. They give it with all the 
love in the world, and they say that if it is not worth wearing, put it 
in your pocket and nobody will know anything about it.” [Applause.] 

Commander Knowles: “Mrs. Roche, please say to the Ladies of 
the G. A. R. that I deeply appreciate this handsome gift.” 

Mrs. Gilmore, Past Department Commander of the Ladies of the 
G. A. R.: “Comrades, I came simply as chaperon of these girls, but 
I am very happy to look into your faces. I have had the pleasure of 
coming to you several times before, and I am sorry to see that your 
ranks seem to be growing thinner every year.” 

The ladies were then escorted to the door and withdrew. 


Commander: “The committee to conduct the Sons of Veterans 
to this platform will visit the outpost and conduct the Sons to this 
body.” 


The committee were Past Commander Billings, Comrades Read 
of Post 10, W. H. H. Howe of Post 56, Henry A. Pond of Post 22, 
H. J. Millard of Post 79, G. W. Wilder and David King of Post 15, 
and W. G. Whitney of Post 200. 

Past Commander Fiske: “I have the pleasure to inform the En- 
campment that Comrade John McElroy of the ‘National Tribune’ is 
in the city, and is making the rounds with the Commander-in- Chief. 
He will be with us at the banquet this afternoon.” 

The Sons of Veterans, with Past Commander-in-Chief Fred E, 
Bolton, were welcomed by the Commander, who said: “I have the 
honor of presenting to you some of.our own flesh and blood. Now 
we would like to hear from the Commander-in-Chief of the Sons of 
Veterans, A. E. B. Stevens of Cincinnati.” 

Commander Stevens: “I have been fortunate in having the oppor- 
tunity and the pleasure of accompanying your Commander-in-Chief 
in visiting other patriotic organizations. We are happy in having the 
heads of some of these organizations in Cincinnati, so that we can get 
together and map out our future campaigns. We are on such a trip 
here in the east. I want to bring to the veterans in Massachusetts 
the best wishes of all the Sons of Veterans of the United States. We 
pledge to you our hearty support in everything possible. In the 
different divisions throughout the Union we are now working out a 
scheme that will enable us to have an organization of the Sons of 
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Veterans wherever there is a Grand Army Post. We want the Sons 
to keep the Grand Army alive down to the last soldier and sailor of 
the Civil War. Our mission is one of fraternity and good will and 
the inculcation of lessons of patriotism at all times. I thank you, 
Comrades.” : 

Commander: ‘“ We have been deeply interested in what you have 
said, and our sympathies are heartily with the Sons of Veterans.” 

Past Commander-in-Chief Bolton and National Councillor Hale 
briefly addressed the Encampment, and then the delegation retired. 

Comrade Isaiah Chute, aged ninety-three, was brought to the 
platform and introduced by his son. The Commander presented him 
to the Encampment, and gave him a seat of honor. 

Comrade Kauffman spoke briefly in behalf of the members of the 
Commander’s staff, expressing their sincere appreciation of the honor 
conferred upon them as members of his official family. He then 
presented to the Commander a little scrap of paper, the same being a 
check for $122, which he explained was not meant as compensation 
or reward, but as a testimonial of the sincerity of the devotion of the 
members of the staff to the retiring Commander. The gift was ac- 
cepted felicitously by Commander Knowles amid warm applause. 

The Daughters of Veterans were escorted into the hall by a com- 
mittee consisting of Comrades Fiske, Denny, Ham and Ames. The 
delegation consisted of Mrs. Delaney, Chairman, Mrs. Fuller, Mrs. 
Holt and others. They were cordially received, and Mrs. Delaney, 
being presented, said: “It is a privilege and a pleasure for me to 
stand here before so many of the men who offered to sacrifice their 
lives in the great struggle from 1861 to 1865. I think it is wonderful 
that after fifty years we have so many here with us, and my wish is 
that you may be with us for many years to come. Not very long ago 
one of your Comrades, — I think our Past Commander Wetherbee — 
said that he had figured out that the last survivor would probably be 
with us in the year 1950. Let us hope that there may be more than 
one of the old guard left in that year. I bring you the greetings and 
love of the Daughters of Veterans, and, of course, you know that this 
is leap year and we have the right to send our love along with our 
greetings. [Applause.]| We had yesterday in our convention 253 
bright representatives of the Daughters. We are your daughters, and 
we are organized for you, and I sincerely hope that before many years 
we may be nearly as strong as the army was in 1861-65, and that we 
may teach the rising generation what they should be thankful for 
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to-day. Had it not been for your sacrifices we would not stand where 
we do to-day. We bring these flowers which are bright and fresh, as 
the Daughters try to be. These blossoms will fade, but never so long 
as there are Daughters of Veterans will your memories fade.’’ [Ap- 
plause. | 

After a few words of acknowledgment and a brief address from 
Mrs. Fuller and Mrs. Holt the ladies withdrew. 

Comrade Wetherbee called attention to the resolution adopted 
yesterday to march to the State House at the close of this session. 

The delegation of the Woman’s Relief Corps was escorted into 
the hall by Comrades Eli W. Hawley, Ellis Brown and Wm. P. Saxton. 
They were presented to the Encampment and warmly applauded. 

Mrs. Atwood, Senior Vice-President, said: “I am glad to bring to 
you the greetings of our order now convened at the Shawmut Church. 
It is indeed a pleasure to come to this convention and look into your 
faces. It is for you we work. We have 14,155 members in good stand- 
ing. Last year we spent $4,830.75, and extended relief other than 
money to the value of $1,271.19. We expended for flowers for the 
sick and deceased members $4,011.62, making a total of $17,855.78. 
Thus you see that our Department of Massachusetts is working for 
you, and we know that you all appreciate our efforts.”’ [Applause.] 

Brief addresses were made by Mrs. Rose Keenan Coy of Stoneham, 
who presented a check for $100. This was fittingly acknowledged by 
the Commander. After a few remarks by the National President, 
Mrs. Brandenberg, and Mrs. Rebecca A. Pickett the ladies withdrew 
amid warm plaudits. 

Comrade Gage in charge of the dinner tickets said that there was 
considerable disappointment that not more tickets had been disposed 
of, and that the banquet feature of the Encampment might be given 
up if a greater interest was not shown in the purchase of tickets, the 
price of which was $1 each. 

There was some discussion of this subject. 

Comrade Wetherbee: “I wish to call your attention to one fact. 
Four or five years ago there was established here in Boston a Home. 
It was called the John A. Andrew Home for veterans and their wives. 
The Home was not a success. It ran behind financially. The De- 
partment Commander thereupon withdrew the indorsement which he 
had given to it. Last year a new management, composed in part of 
men, took hold of the enterprise. It is now controlled by a board of 
officers with a board of directors. On that board are members of 
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every allied organization of the Grand Army. The Home, when taken 
over by the present administration, was deeply in debt and was going 
behind every day. The new administration since last November has 
paid every dollar of debt, and the Home now is going on in a splendid 
way. Now the directors, of whom I am fortunate or unfortunate 
enough to be one, are depending largely upon the generosity of the 
people of this State. At present there are 20 people in the Home, 
which is a beautiful establishment, the house having been formerly a 
fine residence in Newtonville, excellently located, with about three- 
quarters of an acre of land, where you will find those old people looking 
as though they were in a private house. They are happy and ap- 
parently enjoying themselves, living as well as they ever lived in their 
lives. We ask those who go in to pay three-quarters of their pension 
money towards their own support. Of course you can understand that 
if a man is getting only $15 a month, three-quarters of this is not a 
very heavy amount towards supporting the man and his wife; there- 
fore we are obliged to solicit contributions from the people. We have 
had two contributions, one from Mr. Steven F. Wild of this city, of 
$500, and one from Henry C. Frick, the steel magnate, for $500. 
We had also a number of small ones. One Post in this Department 
has given us $75, another one $50 and so on. We are not going to 
ask the Comrades here to contribute from their pockets unless they 
feel a desire to do so, but we do want to feel that the Posts will have 
interest enough in this subject to bring it up in their meetings. If 
every Post in this Department would agree to furnish $12 a year it 
would be a magnificent help to that Home, and it would not hurt a 
single Post here. It would almost carry on the Home.. I am giving 
you this information to let you know what is going on, and I hope 
you will not forget this as soon as I sit down, but that when you go 
home you will take it up in your Posts and interest some of your 
people around about, and, if you have any wealthy people who can 
afford to send a check of $25 or $50, show them what the grand object 
of this Home is. This is to allow our Comrades and their wives to 
live together in their old age instead of being separated as many of 
them have to be in order to live, some of the soldiers going to the 
Soldiers’ Home in order that the wife may have the pension outside. 
If you could know the happy feelings that prevail you would feel well 
repaid for all you do. You need not take my word for it. Everybody 
is invited to go out there and look over the place. It is not an insti- 
tution local to Newton. We have one inmate from the western part 
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of the State, one from Cape Cod, and others from various sections of 
the State. There is a mortgage on the property, and we want to get 
that reduced so that we may build an addition to the Home. I assure 
you, however, that to-day the Home is on a sound basis, that it is 
doing good, and that it is worthy of the support of every Grand Army 
man and of every good, loyal citizen in this State. 

“Eben Pike, Commander of Post 30, is the treasurer, but if you 
cannot remember his address, if you will send contributions to me at 
the State House I will see that Mr. Pike gets them, and I hope you 
will not be afraid to send all you can collect. There is no better 
charity that you can support, for this will enable these old soldiers 
to live with their wives in comfort here, some of the wives being 
eighty or ninety years old. Thus we can let them spend the brief 
remainder of their lives with their husbands.” 

Comrade A. B Pierce, Post 63: “'The argument has been brought 
up that the banquet tickets are not generally taken, showing that we 
are growing less in representation at these functions. Our ratio to-day 
is 25, and when the amendment to reduce it from 35 to 25 was under 
discussion the argument was that Faneuil Hall would not accommo- 
date them. I move that the ratio of representation of the Posts. of 
this Department shall be reduced from 25 to 20.” 

This motion was carried. 

Comrade Pike: “I want to add a few words on the subject of 
the Gov. John A. Andrew Home. The happiest moment I have had 
since I have been connected with this Home was a short time ago 
when I noticed the improvement in the state of affairs in the Home. 
It speaks well for those who have charge of them. At first it was 
rather uphill work to get things in orderly shape to advance, but we 
have had good, steadfast friends to help us. We feel to-day that our 
heads are above water in the management of the Home. The con- 
tribution mentioned by Comrade Wetherbee of $500 from General 
Weld went towards purchasing the estate. Some of you may wonder 
what was done with the money. I only wish that I could have pre- 
sented the financial standing of the Home so as to show you what 
our situation is. I assure you that if there is any way in which you 
can influence your friends to do a little towards increasing that aid; 
I hope you will do it, because it is a worthy cause; and the apprecia- 
tion shown of the efforts made in behalf of the institution is sufficient 
to repay those who are earnestly engaged in the work. None of us 
who are connected with the Home are salaried officers. I devote my 
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time wholly to the work, and I feel it is nothing more than a duty, — 
a bounden duty that we have to perform. When I was employed as 
State aid I ran up against many sad cases, and it was a terrible duty 
I faced when I had to separate a man from his wife, but to-day when 
I can say, ‘Here is a Home and evidence of what we can do for you,’ 
I feel it is a godsend. I take every opportunity to say something in 
support of this project, ——a Home that is open to each and every 
Comrade, — and I shall be delighted to extend a welcome to you at 
any time. I feel sure that those who never have visited the place will 
be amazed to see how well we have done. The location is pleasant, 
and the surroundings are such that the institution is certainly attrac- 
tive. To those who are inclined to come out to visit us I would say 
go to 92 Washington Park, and if you take a day off to do this you 
will be well repaid, | am sure.” 

Comrade Wetherbee: “One of the Comrades of this Department 
has sent in a check for $50 to help the good work along. The rest of 
you now go and do likewise.” 

The Army Nurses were announced at the outpost, and Comrades 
Gilman, Prescott, Kimball (of Worcester), Appleby and Soule were 
selected to escort the ladies in. When they arrived at the platform 
Comrade Gilman said, “I have great honor conferred upon me in 
being permitted to escort the delegates from the Association of Army 
Nurses, the women who took care of us in the hospitals and on the 
field, and who were at the side of our Comrades to receive their dying 
messages.” These ladies, Mrs. Smith and Mrs. Hamilton, were 
introduced. 

Commander: “Comrades, I have the honor to present to you 
these representatives of the Army Nurses. Comrade Gilman has 
touched the keynote, and it is not necessary for me to say anything 
further.” 

Being presented by the Commander, Mrs. Margaret Hamilton, 
Secretary of the Massachusetts Association of Army Nurses, said: 
“Commander, and Comrades of the Grand Army of the Republic: I 
really think it helps us to live on from year to year to anticipate the 
pleasure of coming here to these Encampments and saying a word to 
you, Comrades, and looking into your faces. I have been greatly 
astonished to see how young looking you have kept, considering how 
long it is since the war closed. I bring you the loving greetings of 
the Army Nurses of Massachusetts, —in fact, those of the National 
Association. Our President, Mrs. Hazen, has been kept home to-day 
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on account of a serious illness of her husband, but I know it would 
have been a great pleasure to her to be here and speak to you. You 
know that in the past we were faithful to you, and we have been faith- 
ful ever since the dark days of the Civil War. Although we have not 
nursed you, still we have been connected with the Women’s Relief 
Corps, and we are very proud of it. I think they are a noble set of 
women. We have just left the Sons of Veterans convention where we 
listened to the members of the patriotic orders, especially the Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the Grand Army, and his whole address related to 
the Army Nurses of the Civil War. They all were trying to do what 
they could for the defenders of our Union, that blessed Union that we 
never want to have dissolved. I am glad to be here to pledge our 
loyalty to you in every way. We cannot help you financially, but we 
can offer for you our prayers and to you our love. I am much gratified 
to see so many Comrades here to-day, and to observe that you are all 
looking so well. May God bless and prosper you in the future.” 
[Applause. | 

Commander: “We all know that the prayers of a good woman 
amount to more than money can buy. So it is with these Army 
Nurses. You have spoken, Mrs. Hamilton, of how well and young 
these Comrades look. It speaks well for the care that the Army 
Nurse has given us. My mother was an Army Nurse for fourteen 
months in the Lincoln Hospital. She took care of me, and when she 
got me up and sent me out she stayed fourteen months longer, and 
my heart, consequently, is very tender towards the Army Nurses. 
They have great respect for us and what we have done, and they have 
a great deal of respect for the Grand Army in general. [Applause.] 
You will present to your Association, Mrs. Hamilton, the kind regards 
of the members of the Grand Army.”’ [Applause.] 

The ladies withdrew amid the cheers of the whole Encampment. 

Commander: “I understand that Comrade Richard Foster, the 
Commandant of the Soldiers’ Home in Chelsea, is in the hall. Com- 
rade Henry M. Hopkins of Post 3 will escort him to the platform.’’ 
[Applause. | 

Comrade Foster: “Commander, Comrades of the Grand Army: 
I did not come here intending to make a speech, because I never make 
speeches. I was not born or brought up or educated for that pur- 
pose, but when I have work to do I endeavor to do it in a way that 
is proper and worthy. Sometimes I may fail, —in fact, I know I 
sometimes fail in the duties that are imposed upon me; but my only 
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endeavor since I have been Commandant of the Home is to see that 
the men who are placed in my care shall receive as good treatment 
as the means furnished will allow. And that is the best I can do. 

“Like the rest of the membership in the Grand Army the men 
at the Soldiers’ Home are rapidly passing away, and a curious fact 
to-day is that in December we had 20 deaths and in January, up to 
the 10th, 11 deaths. On the first of the year there was a loss of 31 
by death. On the last of February, according to the records, we had 
in the hospital, where all the deaths had taken place, 32 more than 
we had on the lst of December. You can see that there are members 
of the armies of the Civil War seeking admission to the Home, and 
they ‘are the best class of members that have been admitted at any 
time. [Applause.] They are men who, through no fault of their own, 
have been unfortunate and had to seek a haven in that Home in their 
declining days. Under the management of the Board of Trustees I 
am trying to do the best I can by the old soldiers. I thank you for 
your attention.” [Applause.] 

Comrade O. H. Ellis, Whitman: “I carried Comrade Gurney 
two months ago to the Home, and he was at first somewhat home- 
sick. That lasted but a short time, and then he seemed to be con- 
tented, and when I visited him last Friday and told him he was 
growing in flesh and better looking he seemed pleased and gratified. 
He said he had never had better food in his life and acknowledged 
that he was growing fleshy. I hunted round and found the scales 
and weighed him, and he had never weighed over 140 pounds, except 
at one period when he was nineteen years old, and later he weighed 
147, and: when I weighed him last Wednesday he tipped the scales 
at 162.” [Applause.| 

Commander: “That speaks well for the Home. The Home is 
all right, and so is Commandant Foster.” [Applause.] 

At this point there seemed nothing to be said, and Comrade 
Wetherbee sang three stanzas of “We are the Boys,” the Comrades 
joining in the chorus. 

The Commander named the following committee on the resolution, 
passed on the first day of the Encampment, that a conference com- 
mittee be appointed respecting a memorial building: Comrades Ham 
of Post 2, John B. Billings of Post 186, Richard Walsh of Post 2, 
Geo. W. Wilder of Post 15, and John E. Gilman of Post 26. 

Comrade Dalton of Salem made inquiries as to the law passed by 
the General Court in 1914 in reference to the care of the graves of 
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soldiers and sailors of the Civil War and the Spanish War. He said 
that in conversation with several Comrades he found that they knew 
nothing of such a law, and some of those Comrades who came from 
the larger posts are equally ignorant. The Comrade explained. the 
purpose of the law, and said that in Salem there was appointed last 
year an agent to take care of the graves where there were 1,640 to be 
looked after. In 1915 the city of Salem paid a little over $100 for 
the care of the graves that would otherwise have been neglected. 
This year a similar appropriation has been made, and the speaker felt 
very proud that other towns and cities make financial provision for 
this good work. 

The matter was further discussed by Comrades Goodwin of 
Post 16, Russell of Post 4, Dyer of Post 46, Saxton of Post 174 and 
others. 

A delegation from the National Daughters of Veterans was taken 
in hand by the same committee. They escorted Miss Katharine 
R. A. Flood, National President, Miss C. Millie Leighton, Past 
National President, and Miss Agnes A. McCoy, National Secretary, to 
the platform. 

Commander: ‘Comrades, we have illustrious company with us to- 
day. We have the national organization of the Daughters of Veterans, 
and it gives me great pleasure to present to you the National President 
of that body, Miss Katharine R. A. Flood.” [Applause.] 

Miss Flood: “It gives me pleasure to come into the Massachusetts 
Encampment this morning with the greetings of the national organi- 
zation of the Daughters of Veterans. I presume that it will be my 
pleasure many times in the next few months to convey the greetings 
of the national body to the different Department Encampments. I 
must say that it gives me more pleasure to come to a Massachusetts 
Encampment than into any other that I visit. I belong to Massa- 
chusetts, and I am proud of my Massachusetts Department of the. 
Grand Army of the Republic. Comrades, I was proud of you as you 
came down Pennsylvania Avenue at Washington during the late 
Encampment as I heard the comments of the people around me in 
the grandstand. Massachusetts, they said, was the finest appearing 
Department in the parade. You may feel sure so long as the Daugh- 
ters of Veterans’ organization continues, coming generations will know 
what your organization has done to save this country. We are proud 
of our fathers, proud of the heritage that you have given us, and we 
shall always be proud of that heritage. I bring to you the greetings 
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of our body and their love and best wishes for a successful convention.” 
[Applause. ] 

Commander: “We are very proud to hear from our distinguished 
daughters; and, ladies, when you return to your convention you will 
please take with you the greetings of the fathers and brothers of your 
membership.” [Applause.] 

Miss Leighton, Past National President of the organization, 
made a few appropriate remarks, after which the delegation with- 
drew. 

At this point Commander-in-Chief Monfort, accompanied by John 
McElroy of the National Tribune, entered the hall amid applause. 

Comrade Thompson, Post 75, Stoneham: “I would ask if the law 
with reference to the care of graves was not promulgated in June 
last?” 

Comrade Wetherbee: “The law has been printed twice in General 
Orders but I think it is proper to call attention to the matter now, 
because it is important and ought to be attended to in every cemetery. 
It would be a good thing to have an index showing the name of each 
Comrade, his record in the war and the date of death. This informa- 
tion should be filed at the State House, so that in the future there will 
be no question about decorating the Comrade’s grave. I make that 
as a suggestion.” 

Commander: ‘It gives me great pleasure to present our National 
Commander-in-Chief, who will enlighten us with a few words, and I 
know we will all extend a hearty welcome to him.” 

Three rousing cheers were given for National Commander Mon- 
fort as he arose to speak. 

Commander Monfort: “I did not expect to speak to you again. 
but there are some things which I forgot to mention yesterday. I 
have found in traveling over the country the same spirit of fraternity, 
charity and loyalty that is exhibited here. I see the spirit of frater- 
nity at every turn and in every face that I look upon, and I have 
been moved by the large gathering of the women of the auxiliaries. 
I have been to the meetings of all of these bodies this morning. I 
was especially moved by visiting the Army Nurses, the noble women 
who helped us and attended to our needs at so great a sacrifice during 
the war. I remembered, when I looked upon them, how three of those 
sweet-spirited women had ministered to me when for eight days I lay 
unconscious in the hospital, but to this day I don’t know who they 
were. I know of one who waded through the waters with shoes and 
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stockings off to come and attend to the wounded and dying Comrades 
who lay there in the army hospital. 

“Comrades, you are doing a splendid work. You have able Com- 
rades here leading and guiding you. The position of a commander 
in a department or in the nation is simply a matter of order and dis- 
cipline in order to carry on more effectively the business of the or- 
ganization. We are all Comrades; let us not forget that. We all feel 
the same touch and the same spirit. We all stand for loyalty, and 
for support of our rulers, whether they are our selection or not. We 
all must stand together for this great nation. No man placed at its 
head can succeed without the support of the entire people. We must 
back up our leaders in all international entanglements, and each do 
his part. Every man is needed, like the spokes in a wheel, to hold up 
the central authority, so that we may never be disturbed by the 
horrors of war. Then we shall conduct ourselves as true Comrades. 
God bless you.” [Applause.] 

Commander: ‘We have been pleased and edified by the words 
you have spoken. You have given us material for thought, and we 
will ponder it well.” 

Comrade McElroy: “I am glad to see that I have friends among 
the members of the Massachusetts Encampment. As you well know, 
the thing that is nearest my heart is the welfare of the Grand Army 
of the Republic. I always have some trouble on my mind. At pres- 
ent it is this: there is going through the country an undue exaltation 
of General Lee and the rebel army as superior to General Grant and 
the Union army and its commanders. This misrepresentation has 
culminated, it seems to me, in a serial history of the United States, 
written by no less a person than Woodrow Wilson, president of the 
United States, which probably many of the Comrades have read and 
which no doubt will be passed into book form. In one of the last 
installments, speaking of the Wilderness campaign, he said, ‘that 
General Grant [I am quoting his words] was outplayed in every part 
of the game by General Lee.’ Now, that is absolutely untrue, and it 
seems to show resentment against many of you, and particularly 
toward the fame of the splendid old Army of the Potomac to which 
most of you belonged. That sort of thing ought to be controverted 
every time it is uttered.” 

A motion was made and carried that the business of the Encamp- 
ment be closed after the installation of the officers; also that women 
be admitted to the gallery.

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UNOFFICIAL PROCEEDINGS. 


Subsequent to the march to the State House, the inspection of the 
Hall of Flags, and an address by the Governor, the Comrades, num- 
bering about 400, marched to Ford Hall and sat down to the annual 
banquet. The hall was handsomely decorated, and the invited guests 
took their places on the platform. There was hardly a vacant seat 
in the body of the hall. Grace was invoked by Rev. R. Perry Bush, 
of Chelsea. Commander Knowles sat in the center; on his right were 
Mayor James M. Curley; Commander-in-Chief Elias R. Monfort; 
A. E. B. Stevens, Commander-in-Chief of Sons of Veterans; Rev. R. 
Perry Bush, and Mr. John McElroy of the “ National Tribune;” on 
his left were Hon. Richard R. Flynn, Commissioner of State Aid; 
Frederic E. Foye, Department Commander, Spanish War Veterans; 
Department Commander-Elect Francis E. Mole; Senior Vice-Depart- 
ment Commander Daniel E. Denny, and Junior Vice-Department 
Commander Edwin P. Stanley. 

The dinner disposed of, Commander Knowles arose and said: 
“We will commence the postprandial exercises not by introducing but 
by presenting to you our old friend and well-wisher, His Honor, the 
Mayor of Boston, Comrade Curley. Now, all up and give three cheers 
for the Mayor of Boston.” 

Three hearty cheers greeted the Mayor, who bowed his acknowledg- 
ment and then spoke as follows: “National Commander, Worthy 
Chief Commander, and members of the G. A. R.: It is an exceeding 
pleasure to take a few minutes from an otherwise busy day and come 
here to greet the regularly elected head of this splendid national or- 
ganization who journeys from a distant State to serve with you during 
your deliberations, and to extend to him the hospitality and well 
wishes of every citizen of Boston as I tender them to Commander 
Monfort of Ohio. [Applause.] 

“Tt was my good fortune to serve in Congress with another great 
Ohio citizen, a man who, by his gallantry in the hour of the Nation’s 
need, and his wisdom in time of peace as a member of Congress, has 
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rendered more signal service than is the common lot of many Ameri- 
eans. He is a firm friend of the: Grand Army, General Sherwood. 
[Applause.] Every right-thinking American citizen loves General 
Sherwood because in Congress he typifies justice — though it is tardy 
— for those who made it possible to keep the Union whole and secure 
the present great progress of this republic. [Applause.] It is a simple 
proposition to tear anything down; it is an exceedingly difficult prop- 
osition to build anything up. The most necessary element in the life 
of the republic is a patriotic people whose patriotism rests on a solid 
foundation. When the patriotism of a people, or their Americanism, 
if you will, is based on justice, then they can be depended upon in 
any emergency, and the individual citizen who stands out among his 
fellow men for justice is the highest and noblest type of American 
citizenship. Such a one is General Sherwood of Ohio. [Renewed 
applause. | 

“The press of Boston intimates the possibility that dual honors 
will become the lot of Massachusetts during the coming year; and 
when I speak of Massachusetts, I speak of Boston, because Boston 
is to Massachusetts, or to New England, what the heart is to the 
human system, and if the Grand Army of the Republic will honor 
Boston by giving us, as the next National Commander, J. Payson 
Bradley [applause], she will excel her best traditions for generosity and 
hospitality to the greatest veteran force the world has ever known, — 
the Grand Army of the Republic. [Enthusiastic applause.] 

“T want the Grand Army to come to Boston next year. Boston 
will thus be a Mecca for tourists from every portion of this continent. 
Boston excels, in the area and beauty of her park system, any city in 
America. We stand first in the matter of public health. In her 
suburban towns, sometimes called cities, — such, for instance, as that 
across the Charles River, — we have one of the greatest educational 
centers in the world; and I want the Grand Army to come here and 
be our guests, and by their noble history and traditions, by their 
living example, exemplify, as they have been preaching for nearly 
half a century, the spirit of patriotism that has proven to be the sal- 
vation of America and the hope of humanity the world over. [Ap- 
plause.] Two great points of interest for those who, at the termination 
of the present fratricidal struggle in Europe, will seek opportunity and 
equality in America will be the cities of New York and Boston. New 
York some one has described as a nightmare. Boston has been de- 
scribed as a state of mind or being. New York may be a nightmare; 
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Boston may be a state of being to some, but to the Grand Army it will 
extend open arms, — yes, it will doubly welcome the veterans of the 
Civil War, if at the next National Encampment ‘Jerry’ Bradley shall 
be selected as your Commander.” [Prolonged applause.] 

Commander: “I know that every delegate hopes when that time 
comes Mr. Curley will be the Mayor of Boston. [Renewed applause.] 
Now we would like to hear from our dear old Commander-in-Chief, 
Comrade Monfort.”’ [Cheers.| 

Commander-in-Chief Monfort: “Commander and Comrades: 
This is indeed inspiring. Having talked to most of this audience or 
portions of it, I think about six times to-day and five times yesterday, 
it is hardly possible to say anything new, but I feel more and more 
that inspiration which has been quickened by the true spirit of hospi- 
tality extended to you by your Mayor to-day. I feel as though we 
were of a common brotherhood in the human family, and we are all 
ready and willing to do our part in the great work of developing still 
farther the wonderful principles upon which this Nation is founded. 
Comrades, we are here for pleasure to-day; but, looking into your 
faces, instead of marks of struggle I see characteristics that show me 
that you are still on the mountain top of patriotism. We are not 
starting down too fast. We halt a little. Our heads are silvered, our 
step is tottering, our personal finances may lag, — being a little bit 
slow since we have retired from business, — but, Comrades, we have 
not lost anything of mental activity, or anything of that spirit of 
patriotism which can be felt in the grasp of the hand and the meeting 
of Comrades wherever they gather. It is a pleasure to be with you, 
and while you are honoring the office with which I have been specially 
honored, I take it as a compliment to myself only so far as I am your 
representative. I thank you for all this demonstration. I hope that 
the expression of your patriotism will not cease when I depart, but 
that it will continue to be an object-lesson to the country. As I said 
over in the Capitol building, the spirit of patriotism is manifested in 
this city, and wherever one goes in your narrow streets, — where we 
strangers get lost, —in your buildings, in your halls, and in your 
Legislature, in all these things this spirit is manifested. From this 
Cradle of Liberty comes a wave of patriotism that has swept over the 
continent. I know that it has reached Ohio, and I hope that it will 
spread itself far beyond Ohio until its crest throws its foam into the 
Pacific Ocean. [Applause.] 

“Comrades, we have a great Nation. You must not be content 
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to exert this influence in a less degree than you have exerted it; you 
must not cease to influence for good our legislators, the men who are 
entrusted with the making of our laws. I know you are all obedient 
to law, for that is one of our basic principles, — liberty under law. 
I know that you all are interested in good laws. I know that you 
represent the virtues that our flag symbolizes, and I hope you will 
survive long enough to perpetuate that spirit in the boys who come 
after you. Then you need not fear lest when you drop out in the 
march of life, and can no longer assist in upholding and strengthening 
this great country, that the boys will not meet every national crisis 
exactly as you did in 1861. They have the courage, the composite 
blood, the education and the spirit of patriotism we see here to-day; 
and although the Nation may be invaded, — an event which I neither 
anticipate nor fear, — I know the enemy would not go far on our soil, 
for the reserve power of patriotic teaching, of noble manhood to be 
found in every State of this Union, will rise and manifest itself so 
intensely that these forces will sweep any enemy off our coast into 
the Atlantic Ocean. [Applause.] When I say that, I do not wish to 
intimate that I do not believe in preparedness. I do believe in pre- 
paredness most heartily. I believe that we ought to have preparedness 
even in the making of a speech. I believe that a speaker ought never 
to try to say anything to an intelligent audience unless he is compe- 
tent and prepared to say something instructive or new. I am talking 
to you familiarly as a Comrade to Comrades; but I do say, Comrades, 
that we in this Nation must be prepared. It were better to sink a 
billion of dollars in preparing our coast defences, in building up the 
navy to protect our merchant marine, to guard our coasts and defend 
our cities; better to spend it in making preparation for the preserva- 
tion of this Union and the saving of millions of human lives that would 
be sacrificed in case of war, as well as billions of money that would be 
lost, —it were better, I say, to spend it to-day and save all that. 
For when you exhaust the finances of a Nation, and when you spill its 
best blood — that which always comes first to the front — you are 
weakening that Nation, and it takes years for it to recover its power. 
Do what you can to strengthen what we have, and to prepare for 
future perils. I am not here to talk about methods. Let our legis- 
lators discuss methods. We do not care about methods. Any method 
is good enough that accomplishes the end, but whatever method is 
adopted let us give it our hearty support. When the President of the 
United States was invited to a banquet given to me in the city of 
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Washington at the Ebbitt House he gave a very interesting address, 
and he said more in favor of the Grand Army of the Republic than I 
had ever seen in his writings or heard from him before. He seemed to 
have been impressed by such an audience as we had in the Ebbitt 
House. When he got through I sprang to my feet and said, ‘ You 
are the President of the United States. You are my President. You 
are the President of the Grand Army of the Republic. You are the 
President of millions of American citizens who maintain and uphold 
the principles which have made our Nation great and the virtues that 
our flag symbolizes, and as such, so long as you maintain those prin- 
ciples, without regard to political affiliation, I pledge you the services 
of the Grand Army of the Republic which has made so many sacrifices 
to secure the greatness of this Nation.’ President Wilson then arose 
from his seat and warmly shook my hand, and I suppose he enjoyed 
it. [Applause and laughter. ] 

“Comrades, we are having a happy, social time, but there are 
other speakers to follow. I thank you for being so patient and for 
listening to me so many times, and I may add that I am glad to meet 
you. I shall leave Boston, this Cradle of Liberty, filled with the in- 
spiration which you have heard voiced by the Mayor, and which I 
know will go all over this country; and I shall tell the Comrades of 
the exaltation of spirit which I received here. I shall go home 
optimistic as to the future of this great Nation, convinced that it 
can never go down so long as those principles that we preach are 
taught to others, and upheld and maintained throughout the coming 
generation, and the flag and all it symbolizes is ever held on high. 
[Applause. | 

“Another thing I would like to add. I remember a few years ago 
I heard one of your past Commanders-in-Chief, Comrade Gilman, say 
in the national convention that he thought the time had come to 
cease placing the flag at half-mast on Memorial Day. Do you know 
that made an impression on me, and I remember that a resolution 
was then passed repealing the action of the convention of 1868, when 
the Grand Army put it in the ritual that the flag should be placed at 
half-mast on Memorial Day. You may not agree with me in that. 
I agree with Comrade Gilman, and each year I grow stronger and 
stronger in that conviction. The time for mourning has its limitations. 
You lose your friend, you put on the habiliments of mourning for a 
short time. You don’t forget him, but you don’t go mourning all 
the remaining days of your life. Why not throw the flag to the breeze 
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as symbolic of what was accomplished by the services and sacrifices 
of those who offered their lives for the Union? We do not any less 
revere it because we put the flag at full staff. The first national flag 
ever adopted by this Nation, — why not throw it to the breeze? The 
flag that bore the thirteen stars representing the original States with 
now added stars for all the forty-eight States, — why not let it float 
freely to symbolize the virtues and the beauty for which it stands 
in the home, in the country, in business and in national life? When 
you put out the flag, you don’t usually put it at half-mast. You put 
it at full mast. Why not cease hauling it down from its high position 
when we reach the day of mourning? It is not, in fact, a day of 
mourning, but a time for rejoicing, this Memorial Day of ours, — 
rejoicing over the glorious achievements of those who saved the 
Union. Comrades, I thank you.” [Prolonged applause.] 

Commander: ‘Comrades, I will have to jump this list a little as 
the Comrade I shall next call upon will have to leave. He has busi- 
ness of importance at the State House and he must go. I am about 
to present to you Hon. Richard R. Flynn, Commissioner of State Aid 
of Massachusetts. During my Department commandership I have had 
many opportunities of doing business with him, and I declare to you 
that Comrade Flynn is the right man in the right place. He has a 
tender spot in his heart for all the Comrades of the Grand Army of 
the Republic. JI have now the honor of presenting Hon. Richard R. 
Flynn, Commissioner of State Aid.” [Applause.| 

Comrade Flynn: “Mr. Commander, your Honor the Mayor, and 
Commander-in-Chief and Comrades: One of the greatest distinctions 
of my life is the honor I have had in standing before you and receiy- 
ing the right hand of comradeship. It has been my pleasure every day 
of my official life to treat you and the old Comrades as I would wish 
my own father treated. That is one of the privileges of my official life. 
The Commonwealth of Massachusetts has done a great deal for its ~ 
soldiers, but she can never wholly repay the debt incurred by that 
great sacrifice of yours in the years 1861-65. JI remember when the 
Spanish War broke out and I enlisted and got to the front at Santiago 
and Manzanillo and participated in the engagements there. When 
I came back I was proud of the fact that I had done my duty, and 
I am equally proud of you because you have done what your country 
expected you to do. ‘To-day when I saw this great gathering, and 
myself in the midst of these survivors of the struggle of 1865, I real- 
ized how much all this demonstration meant. We may thank heaven 
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that in 1898 and in 1861 the country was prepared, otherwise we might 
to-day have had no country to which you could do honor. 

“Comrades, there are some legislative matters that must be at- 
tended to. I would like to stay here with you, but I must go. I wish 
to leave one word with you. It is this, God bless and protect you and 
extend your lives for many a year to come.”’ [Applause.| 

Commander: “His Honor the Mayor has got business to attend to, 
Comrades, and he too regrets that he has to leave us at this time, 
We surely regret it.” 

Mayor Curley: “Thank you very much.” 

The Mayor then withdrew from the hall amid the applause of the 
Comrades. 

Commander: “We have an old friend here with us. He is still a 
young man, but old in our affections. His heart is always filled with 
love for the men of the Grand Army of the Republic, and he is one 
whom we always love to hear. I refer to the Rev. R. Perry Bush of 
Chelsea, who will now speak.” [Applause.] 

Rev. R. Perry Bush: “Mr. Commander, Commander-in-Chief 
and Comrades of the Grand Army of the Republic: I am certainly 
proud to have a part in the great wave of patriotism that is rising 
to-day from this historic city and from these places round about us 
where your forefathers as mine dared and died in behalf of the up- 
building of this splendid republic. [Applause.] It has sometimes been 
hinted to me as a clergyman that my word and opinions should be 
for peace and peace only. God grant that my every word and my 
every act may be fundamentally for peace. But in my thoughts ever 
since boyhood this conviction has been with me, —that there are 
worse things than war. Dishonor is worse than war. [Applause.] 
The loss of the real significance of the stars and stripes is worse than 
war. A Nation half free and half enslaved is worse than war. A 
Nation where part of the people stand for the principles of the old 
flag and another part is seeking its own interests and would fain with- 
draw itself from the association of States or colonies is far worse than 
war; and I would rather die in defence of the honor and of the prin- 
ciples that are in my flag than live to kick myself as a coward. [Ap- 
plause.| And so long as I live I shall remember that with my word 
and with all that is in me I shall strive for the furthering of the Grand 
Army of the Republic, and that not selfishly, but because of what I 
believe it is destined under God to do for the human race. And yet 
in this sad contest through which we are passing — while I remain as

neutral as it is possible for a man to remain on witnessing a dog fight 
without taking the part of one or the other —I have:the element of 
neutrality in my blood, but I do not obtrude my convictions or my 
preferences save as they are called for. But when they are called for 
they will be expressed, whether it is the camp of my friends or my 
foes. But because to-day I am in the presence of you men I do not 
venture upon a partisan expression in regard to the present conflict, 
but I will say that whatever may be a man’s conscientious devotion 
to country, and wherever it might be in the ranks of those who face 
each other on the battle lines of Europe, if that man should take his 
place there and fight he would have my respect. [Loud applause.] 
If I do not agree with him in his judgment, and if he were affiliated 
with the side that I hope will be defeated, I believe devotion to his 
own country would win my admiration. [Renewed applause.] But 
I have this to say: that if there be a man among us whose fidelity 
in this trying time carries him to an expression of devotion to a flag 
other than that of the United States, I hope to God that he will be 
driven out to take his place where he belongs. [Enthusiastic applause.] 
And that is because I believe that when I become part of a country, 
whether by my own voluntary desire or by the action of my ances- 
tors, and when I have had all the privileges that come to those who 
live under the stars and stripes, there should be no divided allegiance 
in the hour of crisis, and I should be ready to offer myself as you men 
offered yourselves in the crucial years of long ago. [Applause.] 

“T come to-day with the same appreciation of what you men rep- 
resent, and all the far-reaching influences of it that have come upon 
me with my years and with my study. I could fight for principle, 
and I sometimes feel that’ there is nothing whatever in the contest of 
Europe to-day that in any way compares with that splendid principle 
that carried you through the war of 1861-65. In all the story of time 
there is nothing that is such a spur to valor; there is no higher exhi- 
bition of the qualities of genuine patriotic devotion than you embodied 
when you enlisted and donned the blue. I don’t think we begin to 
comprehend how far-reaching is the influence of what you did. I 
am sure that you can see as plainly as I that underneath the turmoil 
and struggle of Europe to-day there are the forces of democracy and 
monarchy contending against each other. Whatever else there may 
be of national ambition, of commercial supremacy, of the control of 
land or sea, there is underneath it all the working of the great prin- 
ciple of the right of the common man and the equality of all, whether 
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one wear a jewel on the brow or follow the plough in some far-off 
furrow of some benighted land. [Applause.| I am sure that whatever 
we pray for, you or I, we will never forget to send up our prayers to 
the God of all that victory may crown democracy in the midst of this 
tremendous struggle in Europe. [Applause.] And perhaps he who 
writes the story of it all a thousand or two thousand years from now 
shall see that the one vital thing that is going on there to-day is just 
that contest, and that the winning of the world for man, and for man 
at his best, is worth even all the slaughter that is taking place. [Re- 
newed applause. | 

“But, Comrades of the Grand Army of the Republic, may I be 
pardoned if I say to you — and it should be said again and again and 
again — that the secret of the rising of the people on the other side of 
the sea dates back directly to the vital and definite object of the con- 
test of 1861 to 1865; and it is because you men represented the com- 
mon life of America. Not long ago I was in England among those 
who are the lords of the realm. One of them said to me, ‘ You have 
no dukes nor lords in your country?’ I said, ‘My brother, over in 
America every man is a prince or a duke or a lord. [Laughter and 
applause.| We have no common people in America, for no man is 
common, and it is because the rank and file — those who have come 
up out of all sorts of former life, former ancestry — have found here 
the genius of this republic and have loved its liberty and have met 
upon this level of equality — equality of opportunity, equality before 
the law — that we measure each by his character and by his devotion 
to country, and not by the garb he wears or the line of blood by which 
he has come to be what he is.’ [Applause.] 

“And so I believe it is your work in 1861 that is playing a part 
beyond estimation in the present conflict in Europe, and will continue 
_ to play its part in every such conflict until there is the hand grasp of 
a fraternity of brothers free and equal around this globe. And with 
such an audience before me, as I look into your faces there rises within 
me a prayer of gratitude to God for you and those like you who saved 
the Union, and there is the added prayer that God’s best blessing may 
be yours. There is the surety also within me that flows along that 
same line which your Commander-in-Chief has followed, — that in 
the passing on from this part to that other part of life the transcend- 
ant emotion within us is not sorrow but it is prayer; and if the flag at 
the top of the mast shall speak more of pride, more of glory, then may 
the stars and stripes be ever elevated there on Memorial Day in the 
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passing of each succeeding year. And I have an abiding faith that 
the name of each fallen hero is written in golden letters on the scroll 
of the Eternal as the names of those who served mankind and furthered 
its best and highest interests.” [Prolonged applause.] 

Commander: “Comrades, we have been listening to some mag- 
nificent sentiments plainly and forcibly expressed. The next number 
on the list is one which I know you will all be glad to hear, an address 
from Comrade A. E. B. Stevens, Commander-in-Chief of the Sons of 
Veterans, whom I have the honor and pleasure of presenting to you.” 
[Applause. | 

Commander Stevens: “Comrades of the Grand Army of the 
Republic: I had the very distinguished honor this morning of visiting 
you at your Encampment in Faneuil Hall, and I spoke to you there 
a few words. While I expected to be at your dinner to-day I did not 
expect to be one of your speakers. I have been much impressed with 
the beautiful words that have just been spoken, and also with the 
words of your Mayor, especially in praise of the State of Massachusetts 
and the city of Boston. We know that Boston has been the seat of 
learning, — the hub of the universe. But after visiting your city, and 
after meeting the Comrades from the Commonwealth, and seeing what 
they are doing and have done for the survivors of the Civil War, I 
have come to the conclusion that Boston and Massachusetts combined 
form the fountain head and center of patriotism. [Applause.] And 
I want to assure you that that spirit of patriotism which is displayed 
here is being carried to us in the far western States and in the middle 
States. As we learn from you and from the grand deeds of old Massa- 
chusetts of her work during the Civil War, we out in Ohio and the 
western States feel as though we may take on additional enthusiasm 
in doing all we can to help the old soldier, his family and his children. 
That has been the task of the Sons of Veterans for a number of years. 
As I said this morning, we are handing this work down to future 
generations. The Sons of Veterans is an organization which I trust 
will always live. We take into this order the sons, the grandsons and 
we will take in the great grandsons, so that through them the work 
that was done during the Civil War by the veterans of that war shall 
never be forgotten. Their graves will be kept green so long as this 
nation shall exist. Those little flags and flowers will be scattered 
every Memorial Day from generation to generation, so that your deeds 
for your country and for the world will live as long as this country 
shall exist. [Applause.] 
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“T want to congratulate Massachusetts and the city of Boston 
upon the presence and possession of this patriotic body of the Sons 
of Veterans. I trust that the representatives of the great city of 
Boston will come out to Ohio to get still more assistance. I called 
upon the superintendent of your public schools to-day. He used to be 
the superintendent of schools in our city of Cincinnati. Your Com- 
mander-in-Chief, Monfort, was for a number of years at the head of 
our Board of Education in Cincinnati. It was perhaps during his 
administration that Superintendent Dyer, now at the head of the 
Boston schools, became superintendent of Board of Education in 
Cincinnati. You found that we had a pretty good system of educa- 
tion in Cincinnati, and we generously let you take from us the super- 
intendent of our schools to become the superintendent of yours. 
[Applause.| The organization of the Sons of Veterans, as you all 
know, is not a new one. It is about thirty years old. The work that 
we are doing must be carried on, as I have already observed. I want 
to offer to the Comrades of the Grand Army of the Republic of 
Massachusetts and to the Commander-in-Chief of the Grand Army 
the services of over 50,000 Sons of Veterans in the United States, 
and to assure you that you may call upon them at any time for any- 
thing that you desire. I thank you; Comrades.’ [Applause.] 

Commander: “We will have to jump this list a little again, Com- 
rades. I know that you will be all glad to hear from Frederic E. 
Foye, Department Commander of the Spanish War Veterans.” [Ap- 
plause. | 

Commander Foye: ‘Mr. Toastmaster, Commander-in-Chief, De- 
partment Commander and Officers and Members of the Department 
of Massachusetts, G. A. R.: I bring you the greetings of the Massa- 
chusetts United Spanish War Veterans, and assure you that if there 
is anything we can do for you, individually or otherwise, all you have 
to do is to ask us. We stand ready to assist you at any time, and all 
we desire in return is the recognition due to every American soldier 
who has served his country in time of war. The history of the Civil 
War to me did not have to be learned from a book, because in my own 
immediate family there were three who served through that war, and 
when young I heard the story first hand, — a story that is never writ- 
ten in any history. And now in regard to the war with Spain, — it 
was a short war, we all admit, but it was a godsend for every: man 
who was in the army that it was a short war. Lack of preparation, 
which you all know of as well as I, was the cause of more deaths than 
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the enemy’s bullets; and it is for you and me to-day to see to it that 
no American soldier shall have to again face these difficulties. We 
must see to it that there is not another black spot put upon the fair 
escutcheon of these United States like the canned beef scandal, where 
sick and wounded soldiers were slowly poisoned to death by the acts 
of one or more agents of that government which they had gone to the 
front to serve. We ought to see to it that we have no more of those 
fever-stricken camps such as we had at Siboney and Chickamauga 
in the southland, and nothing more like the detention hospital at 
Montauk Point, where sick and wounded soldiers were brought on ~ 
and dumped in a condition which we would not allow to prevail even 
among cattle. It is for us to see that these things do not recur. As 
the head of this Department I have come in touch with officers of 
both the regular and volunteer army and navy. These men do not 
as a rule talk for publication, but somehow I have been able to gather 
valuable data in regard to the serious condition of affairs in our army 
and navy to-day, and I would ask you to join with us in overcoming 
these defects. You may be too old for active service, but you are not 
too old to vote; and you and I want to see to it that no man goes to 
the national House of Representatives who is not in favor of and will 
not stand up and vote for adequate national defence. [Applause.] 
You are not too old to use your efforts and your voices among the 
younger generation of to-day. We have a fine educational system, one 
of the best in the world, but it has neglected to teach one of the 
vital things, and that is preparation in case of war, and I should say 
a defensive war. Our State Board of Education and our local school 
committees, of which we are all justly proud, have a system of study 
which they think will best prepare the youth for future usefulness. 
Nevertheless, among those studies there are many which are never 
used afterwards. Could anything be better than to have every youth 
of this country prepared, if called upon, to go forth for its defence? 
[Applause.]| I am an advocate of the school system for this country 
similar to that of the Swiss, who educate their young men to take care 
of themselves in time of need. So I would ask you, my friends, to 
join with us that we may have an adequate defence; and in the name 
of those thousands of Union soldiers who sleep beneath the sod in the 
southland, and in the name of those thousands of your Comrades who 
peacefully sleep in the cemeteries of the northland, as well as in the 
name of 25,000 of my own Comrades who have answered the call of 
the Great Commander, I would ask you to join with us for the attain- 
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ment of an adequate national defence in order that the Constitution 
of this country may be upheld, and the flag — the flag of your ances- 
tors, your flag — may continue the flag of our children and our chil- 
dren’s children; that it may never be lowered in defeat by any Nation 
on God’s green earth. I thank you.” [Applause.] 

Commander: ‘‘Comrades, don’t be in a hurry to leave. We have 
lots of material here yet. You will now have the pleasure of listening 
to the editor of the ‘ National Tribune’ who is here, Comrade McElroy, 
whom it gives me pleasure to introduce.” [Applause.] 

Comrade McElroy: “Commander, your Commander-in-Chief has 
alluded to a very interesting incident. I happened to be the presiding 
officer at the banquet which he mentioned, and I want to say that the 
President of the United States began then to discover, as he has more 
and more continued to discover, the Grand Army of the Republic. 
[Applause.] We are familiar with men coming to Washington from 
the country districts — Boston and elsewhere — and rapidly learning 
‘after they get there, but I have never seen any public man come to 
Washington and grow as rapidly as Grover Cleveland — pardon me, 
Woodrow Wilson has [laughter], and he has grown, particularly with 
regard to the Grand Army of the Republic. The first time he came to 
Washington he seemed absolutely to ignore it. I wrote a note to him 
one day asking that a delegation of the Grand Army of the Republic 
might call to invite him to make a Memorial Day address at the 
Arlington Cemetery. I got a note from Secretary Tumulty saying 
that the President was very busy and asking if I would not submit 
in writing what I had to say. I wrote back that that was the first 
time so far as I knew jn the history of the United States that the 
President had denied access to the Grand Army of the Republic. I 
got a note very soon allowing me ten minutes. When I met the 
President he excused himself for not speaking at Arlington, because 
affairs in Mexico were in a critical condition, and he was afraid if he 
said anything it might be distorted to his disadvantage. Four days 
later the United Confederate Veterans had a meeting, and the Presi- 
dent addressed them and the trouble began. Secretary Herbert spoke 
to me about it, and I told him very frankly that the President’s refusal 
to speak for us and then speaking for the United Confederate Vet- 
erans would simply create ill feeling. Well, the storm burst. You 
know the rest. I mention it now only to point out the difference 
between that time and this. We had quite a circus that day. He 
discovered the Grand Army of the Republic on that Memorial Day, 
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and the press of the country handled him pretty roughly. I mention 
this to show the gap that he has crossed since that day and the time 
when he met our Commander-in-Chief who got up at the banquet and 
pledged to him the support of the Grand Army of the Republic. It 
was a most happy inspiration that came to the Commander-in-Chief. 
It has done the G.. A. R. a great deal of good, and it has broadened 
immensely the views of the President of the United States as to what 
the Grand Army is. [Applause.] 

“Some reference has been made to the European war. You all 
have had your minds filled with the flamboyant stories of what is 
being done over there. I have closely followed every phase of that 
war, and as a result I venture to say that they are not doing the fight- 
ing that we did in the Civil War. [Applause.| I will detain you with 
only two instances taken from the history of Massachusetts. Some 
of you are probably familiar with them. The 57th Massachusetts left 
Boston Common to go to the front on the 18th of April, 1864, with 
1,052 on its roll. I wish you would keep that figure in mind, — 1,052. 
That regiment went directly to the front, where it took part in the 
battle of the Wilderness and lost 200 of its number. The regiment 
went day after day into the fighting, leaving long lines of newly made 
graves as it passed from one field to another, going each time into 
battle with the same indomitable spirit with which it started in at 
the Wilderness, until, on Sept. 4, 1864, at the battle of Harper Springs 
Church, there were but 70 men left to gather round the flag. So you 
see that in less than four months from the time that regiment left 
Boston Common to go to the front it lost 802 by bullets out of that 
1,052 with which it started; that is, 4 men out of 5 who stood on 
Boston Common over here on April 18, 1864, were struck down by 
rebel bullets inside of six months. [Applause.]| 

“Another illustration. The 12th Massachusetts, to which our 
honored Past Commander-in-Chief belonged, and who is a good speci- 
men of the stuff of which that regiment was composed, went into the 
battle of Antietam and met the Ist Texas, and again it was brave men 
meeting brave men. These two regiments stood up and shot each 
other down until the roster of the 12th Massachusetts showed that 
they had lost nearly 85 per cent. of their men. There has been noth- 
ing in the European war to equal that. Let me impress another 
thought on your mind. These men of the 57th Massachusetts and the 
men of the 12th Massachusetts were not driven by that stern mechan- 
ical discipline of which the Germans boast so much. They were men 
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devoted to their country. They fought for a principle, and they stood 
their ground because they were Americans, — men who believed in 
the salvation of their country. [Applause.] 

“A famous Massachusetts woman, Julia Ward Howe, wrote the 
finest war poem written during that contest. There is one line in it 
which always appealed very strongly to me, and it appeals more 
strongly every time I look into the faces of such a gathering as this. 
The poem says — 


He is sifting out the hearts of men before His judgment seat, 


and never in the history of the world was there such a sifting out of 
the hearts of men as occurred when Abraham Lincoln’s call for de- 
fenders of the Union went forth. All the dross, all the selfishness, all 
the incompetence, all the cowardice of humanity was sifted, and there 
went into the armies of the Union only the purest gold of American 
manhood. It is that pure gold that I see when I look upon any such 
gathering as this. [Applause.] 

“You need have no fear about the National Encampment not 
coming to Boston. If there is anything the men of the Grand Army 
are distinguished for it is a good memory. Every man I know who 
was at the previous Encampment in Boston carried away a most de- 
lightful memory of his entertainment here, and he has a strong desire 
to come back. . 

“Let me close by saying I am very glad to meet you. I enjoy 
myself every time I come to Boston. I hang round to be in position 
to act, and while I don’t want to ask for an invitation, | may say 
that if you want the editor of the ‘National Tribune’ to be with you, 
you will know what his address is the next time.” [Laughter and 
applause. | 

Commander: “Comrades, please give your attention. As I pass 
out from the office to which you elected me a year ago I want most 
heartily to thank you for the comradeship and the good cheer and the 
manner in which you have sustained me during the past year. I know 
that you will treat my successor whom you have elected to-day with 
the same degree of comradeship that you have offered to me. I now 
want to pin upon his coat that which I have worn with so much pride 
for one year, — the badge of Department Commander of the Depart- 
ment of Massachusetts. [Applause.] 
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“T now present to you the Comrade of your choice, — Comrade 
Mole, Department Commander of the Department of Massachusetts.” 
[Applause. ] 

Commander Mole: ‘Commander, Commander-in-Chief, my Com- 
rades: I want to thank you for all the kindness and consideration 
you have shown me the last few years, and to say that I appreciate 
and have greatly enjoyed your company. I believe that you have 
left an impression on this body which will be lasting.” 

Commander Knowles: “I want to say, Comrades, as I step out 
from office, that I still have on my harness of the G. A. R. I have 
had all the offices that I want, so I am not trying for anything higher. 
But I do desire still to find a place in your hearts so that whenever 
we meet you can say, ‘Al, how are you? I am glad to see you.’ 
[Applause.] Comrade Mole, any time that you get close hauled and 
want somebody to trim the sheets of the old ship call on your humble 
servant.” [Applause.] 

Commander Mole: “Thank you. It would be useless for me to 
add another word to the many good things said by the eminent 
speakers we have heard. I certainly could not add anything. Let 
me, however, say just this final word to my boys. I never expected to 
have such a family as this, and I assure you, my Comrades, as I look 
into your faces here to-day, it shows, as some of the other speakers 
have said, a delightful intelligence and alertness. One cannot go, I 
believe, into any other present-day organization and pick out of the 
rank and file a body of men to come together as you do year by year 
with faces showing such splendid determination as you all show. 
_ Now, this is not flattery, my dear Comrades, but it shows that you 
are living a good life, that you are living as men ought to live, that 
you are trying to live up to the highest ideals. I believe that the 
Grand Army of the Republic to-day stands higher than ever before 
in the history of the fifty years that have gone by, and it gives me 
the greatest pleasure to be the head of a Department of such splendid 
men and Comrades. You can go nowhere else and find truer com- 
radeship than you find in the G. A. R. Year by year this conviction 
grows upon me as I go around among the Comrades. No body of 
men whom I meet shows a truer spirit of fraternity, a closer touching 
of elbow to elbow, a more genuine comradeship, or a larger spirit of 
charity. [Applause.] 

“T want your love, Comrades, I want your friendship and I want 
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your charity. All these have come to me, and I hope that I shall be 
able to carry this work through to your satisfaction so that at the 
end of the year you may say to me, ‘Well done.’” [Applause.] 

Commander: “To-morrow will be the anniversary of the organi- 
zation of the Grand Army of the Republic fifty years ago, —a fact 
worth noting. Now, Comrades, we will call the Encampment closed.” 
[Applause. |

ae Memoriat Day. 


On account of May 30 falling on Sunday, Memorial Day will be observed by the 
Posts of this Department on Monday, May 31. 

To every patriot Memorial Day is the most sacred of the year. No more beauti- 
ful or impressive scene could be witnessed than that of a redeemed nation turning 
aside from its usual pursuits and gathering around the graves of its defenders, bearing 
offerings of flowers and giving expression of the love and gratitude which a great 
people feel towards those who gave their lives in defence of their country. 

There is no brighter day in the long calendar of time than the Memorial Day of 
the American people. This generation has no more sacred duty than to increase 
the love of the people for this day, and to advance it to the position of a universally 
accepted national anniversary, on whose recurrence all strife and bitterness shall be 
forgotten and peace shall possess all hearts. 

Let us therefore gather wherever they sleep, and with praise and prayer honor 
and bedeck them and tell the world of their struggles and their sacrifices for the right. 

Let us, too, remember those who went down to the great deep in ships, and on 
all streams that run to the sea let us strew flowers, that our sailor dead may receive 
the same honors we pay to our soldiers. 

Memorial Sunday will be observed on May 23, when every Post, accompanied 
by its allied organizations, should attend such service in a body. 

Patriotic sessions should be held in the public schools on Friday, May 28. 
Comrades detailed to visit the schools on that day should seek to impress upon 
the minds of the scholars love of country, respect for the flag and a veneration for 
the men who saved them both to posterity. 

General Logan’s first Memorial Day order, together with “‘Lincoln’s” Gettys- 
burg address, should be read at all Memorial Day exercises. 

Invitations should be extended to the Woman’s Relief Corps, Ladies of the G. A. 
R., Sons and Daughters of Veterans, and all other allied organizations, to participate 
in the exercises of Memorial Day.

To avoid errors Adjutants and Quartermasters should compare their list of 
members. 

The number of dropped members must not be deducted from the numbers reported 
in good standing. The number of suspended members must be deducted. 

Post Commanders should place these blanks in the hands of the Adjutants and 
Quartermasters at once. Please do so. 

Adjutants and Quartermasters are urged to see that their additions and sub- 
tractions are correct, and that their remittances are in agreement with the figures. 

II. Monday, June 14, is Flag Day. Post Patriotic Instructors should arrange 
for a proper observance of the day wherever possible. 

Call upon every Comrade to fly the flag from his own home, and to urge upon 
his neighbors to do the same. 

III. The Department Commander calls the attention of the Comrades to the 
fact that any Comrade who gives the National Countersign to any one outside a 
regular meeting of the Grand Army of the Republic violates his obligation. Com- 
rades must refuse to give the National Countersign at any county association meeting, 
Sons of Veterans meetings, or anywhere else, excepting, as stated, in a regular meeting 
of the Grand Army of the Republic. It is in direct conflict with the Rules and Reg- 
ulations, and is strictly forbidden. 

IV. The Commander also calls attention of those Comrades who are appointed 
to flag the graves of our deceased Comrades that they do not throw the old flags on 
the ground to be trampled upon, but that they be gathered up and burned, or other- 
wise destroyed. Our flag is too dear to the Comrades to be subjected to any such 
treatment. Post Commanders will see that this provision is faithfully carried out. 

VY. The attention of Posts is called to section 11, chapter II., Article II.: — 

Departments may authorize Posts to divide their membership into two classes, ‘‘ Resident and Non- 
resident’’ members, and fix the territorial limits within which each class shall reside. Nonresident 
members shall pay such dues, not less than the per capita tax, to Department Headquarters (including 
the tax to National Headquarters) as the Post may direct. 

Where a sufficient number of nonresident members are in any locality they may be organized as 
an ‘“‘Outpost,’’ to be designated as ‘‘Outpost No. ,of Post No. ,Departmentof .” 


Each outpost may annually elect from its own members a sergeant to preside at meetings. Such 
meetings may be held at the home of any Comrade at the convenience of the members. 


This rule will allow members of disbanded Posts holding their membership in 
the Grand Army if the near-by Posts see fit to adopt the same. 
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VI. The National Encampment will be held at Washington, D. C., during the 
week of September 27 to October 2. A special Headquarters train will leave Boston, 
Sunday, September 26, via Boston & Albany Railroad. 

Tickets for round trip to Washington and return, $18.25. The Woman’s Relief 
Corps, Sons and Daughters of Veterans, Ladies of the G. A. R., ang their friends, 
are cordially invited to accompany the Department. 

Department Headquarters in Washington will be established at Hotel Raleigh. 
Further details will be promulgated in the next General Orders.
